MCC-SF to 911: ‘Please, no lights’

T he staff member at Metropolitan 
Community Church-San Francisco 
who called 911 last month to report a 
medical emergency involving a client 
at the church’s small queer youth shelter im¬ 
mediately asked paramedics not to use the 
lights when they responded, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned. 

The young man who was reported uncon¬ 
scious, Curtis Oliver Jr., later died at Davies 
Medical Center. The San Francisco Medical 
Examiner’s office is investigating Oliver’s 
death, although an initial report by the Davies 
doctor who treated Oliver indicated on the 
death notice that opiates were involved. 

On the evening of July 2, Oliver went to 
MCC-SF. The church staff Were familiar with 
Oliver, who was also known as Curtis Howard, 
as he had stayed at other shelter programs af¬ 
filiated with MCC-SF, and they admitted the 
young man to the six-bed program. 

Sometime during the night, it became 
clear that Oliver was in trouble. 

At 5:26 a.m. on July 3, a staff person at the 
church called 911. A complete transcript of 
the one-and-a-half minute call, made from 


a copy of the dispatch tape obtained by the 
B.A.R., is on page 12. 

“I’ve got somebody here vomiting blood,” 
began the female caller, identified by sources 
as Tawnee Walling, assistant to MCC-SF pas¬ 
tor Jim Mitulski. 

The 911 dispatcher asked for confirma¬ 
tion of the caller’s address. 

“150 Eureka Street. Please, no lights,” said 
the caller, evidently requesting that the am¬ 
bulance drivers not use their lights. 

“For us not to use the lights, there would 
have to be a specific reason, not a request, but 
a reason given by someone such as the police,” 
commented Lieutenant Ed Campbell, 
spokesman for the San Francisco Fire Depart¬ 
ment, while clarifying that he has not spoken 
to the driver to confirm that lights were used. 

Within a minute after the call was placed, 
an ambulance was dispatched as a “Code 3,” 
which requires the driver to use lights as well 
as sirens. The-ambulance arrived within four 
minutes to transport Oliver to California Pa¬ 
cific Medical Center - Davies Campus, 
where he was disconnected from life support 
at the request of his estranged mother on the 
afternoon of July 6.

The midday temperature reached 100 de¬ 
grees, and the eye-burning smog approached 
alert levels, yet the attendees braved discom¬ 
fort atop the penthouse level of the chic Wyn- 
dham Bel Age Hotel on San Vicente Boule¬ 
vard in West Hollywood to attend the wel¬ 
coming reception directly under the blister¬ 
ing sun. 

House Minority Leader Richard Gephardt 
of Missouri, delivered the lengthy keynote 
address. His appearance was met with enthu¬ 
siastic applause. But the surprise crowd pleas- 
er was former first daughter Lynda Baines 
Johnson Robb. Her appearance whipped up 
enthusiasm, and provided a living connec¬ 
tion with the Great Society her father, former 
President Lyndon Johnson, labored to create. 

Openly gay officials included Long Beach 
Vice Mayor Dan Baker, who won re-election 
this year to his first full term as city council¬ 
man with a whopping 82 percent of the vote. 
Los Angeles mayoral candidate and City 
Councilmember Joel Wachs, state Assembly 
candidate and Los Angeles Councilwoman 
Jackie Goldberg, San Francisco Supervisor 
Leslie Katz, and state Senate candidate and 
Santa Monica Assemblywoman Sheila Kuehl 
rubbed elbows with openly gay actor Mitchell 
Anderson, comic Bruce Vilanch, and scores 
of community activists.

The middle ground 

HIV numbers, prevention require 
different approach, officials say

D n one hand, there are people who 
believe that because the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Public Health 
blundered the numbers for new HIV 
cases, we should vehemently fight any ef¬ 
forts to combat a projected rise in new in¬ 
fections. In the other corner are those 
who pledge their allegiance to DPH and 
the system, and stand by a declared “sub- 
Saharan” epidemic in the city. 

Both sides are wrong, as demonstrated 
by a hearing at the Board of Supervisors 
Finance Committee last Wednesday, Au¬ 


gust 9. The hearing was called by board 
President Tom Ammiano to address DPH 
statements that HIV cases had nearly dou¬ 
bled in San Francisco to 900 new infec¬ 
tions; DPH later backpedaled and called 
its previous statements “unfortunate.” 

“But the damage has already been done,” 
Ammiano remarked to DPH officials about 
the news coverage that more or less blamed 
gay men for a renewed epidemic. 

Yet many people present at the hear¬ 
ing seemed unable to grasp the true mid¬ 
dle ground: that HIV infections are up 
and the DPH has a credibility problem.

Fixing schools is 
gay candidate’s goal

1| £' ears of fiscal experience and 
ff a background in public ed- 
1 ucation led Stephen Her¬ 
man to run for a seat on the San 
Francisco Board of Education in 
November. Herman, who’s openly 
gay, wants voters to know he’s 
running in part so that gays will 
continue to be represented on the 
board. 

Currently, the only lesbian 
member of the board, Juanita 
Owens, is not seeking re-election 
as she’s running for supervisor in 
District 5. 

But there’s more to Herman 
than his sexual orientation. 

“San Francisco’s schools des¬ 
perately need fixing,” said Her¬ 
man, who’s making his first run 
for public office. Herman, 52, is a 
senior administrator at City Col¬ 
lege, where he’s worked for the last 
16 years, including 10 years of di¬ 
rect fiscal administration. And 
until last week, he served on the 
city’s Human Rights Commission. 

But Herman also has 12 years 
of teaching experience. He’s taught 
evening classes at City College and 
had teaching stints at the Universi¬ 
ty of San Francisco and Heald 
Business College. He also super¬ 
vised student activities at Presidio 
Middle School for eight years. 

The San Francisco Unified 
School District has had fiscal prob¬ 
lems and they have been extensive¬ 
ly reported in the local media. Ear¬ 
lier this month, Arlene Ackerman 
took over as superintendent for the 
troubled system, where overtime 
pay for some staff members was 
out of control and teachers lacked

basic materials, taking to the streets 
to panhandle for supplies. 

Ackerman, who prior to ac¬ 
cepting the top job in San Fran¬ 
cisco led the Washington, D.C. 
public school system, has her 
work cut out for her. While Her¬ 
man said he’s not yet met the new 
superintendent, he’s already 
pleased with some of her actions. 
It’s been reported that Ackerman 
has made some personnel 
changes, and is working to get a 
grip on the district’s financial pic¬ 
ture. 

“I actually like some of her 
statements, in terms of budgeting 
differently and I’m encouraged by 
the changes and moves she’s al¬ 
ready made in personnel to tight¬ 
en up the district office,” Herman 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “In the 
long run, I’m taking a wait and see 
attitude.” 

Herman said his campaign is 
going well; to date he’s raised 


about $20,000 and plans to raise 
another $20,000 and put in 
$10,000 of his own money. Unlike 
this year’s races for supervisor 
where voters are choosing candi¬ 
dates in 11 districts, the Board of 
Education members run citywide. 

A strong supporter of 
preschool and child development 
programs, bilingual education, 
and expanded nutrition, health, 
and counseling services, Herman 
said that if elected, he’d also work 
hard to make all students and staff 
safe from discrimination and ha¬ 
rassment. 

“I’m running as a gay man, I 
want to keep that issue on the 
table,” Herman said. Schools must 
prepare students of every ethnic, 
racial, and cultural background to 
succeed in the new global econo¬ 
my, he added. To that end, gay and 
lesbian students and teachers de¬ 
serve safe supportive schools and 
disabled students deserve better 
access to buildings and programs. 

Another important factor in 
his life, Herman said, is having 
grown up in a working-class Jew¬ 
ish family in Brooklyn. “As a Jew, I 
have been instilled with the idea 
that education is an important an¬ 
swer to many of life’s challenges,” 
he said. 

Herman also spoke about his 
two-year tenure on the HRC, 
which last year came under scruti¬ 
ny by the Federal Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation for alleged mismanage¬ 
ment of the minority contracting 
program. Herman said things 
have started to turn around. 

“It was a very difficult two 
years,” Herman said. “I think the 
commission, under the leadership

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Attorney to fight 
Mass club search policy

iHp he attorney defending a man 
who was arrested at the gay 
i circuit party, Mass, will ask 
the court to throw out the charges 
against her client on the grounds 
that Ten 15 Folsom nightclub se¬ 
curity officers violated the man’s 
constitutional rights. 

San Francisco Assistant Public 
Defender Sujung Kim is repre¬ 
senting a man charged with drug 
dealing after Ten 15 security offi¬ 
cers allegedly found him in pos¬ 
session of several ecstasy tablets. 
The man was one of seven people 
arrested on drug charges at Mass 
on May 28. 

Kim told the Bay Area Reporter 
that she believes many of Ten 15’s 
searches are in violation of the 
Fourth Amendment, which pro¬ 
hibits police or government agents 
from searching an individual with¬ 
out probable cause. Kim said Ten 
15’s security officers are acting as 
de facto government agents be¬ 
cause of an agreement the club 
reached with the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department and the City At¬ 
torney’s office last May. Under the 
pact, Ten 15 agreed to arrest and 
detain anyone found to be in pos¬ 
session of illegal drugs. The settle¬ 
ment was reached in the wake of a 
police crackdown on several South 
of Market after-hours clubs. 

In a court hearing scheduled 
for September 27, Kim will ask a 
judge to rule that Ten 15’s securi¬ 
ty officers are de facto government 
agents and shouldn’t be allowed to 
conduct searches without proba¬ 
ble cause. If the judge decides in 
her favor, Kim will then argue the 
charges should be thrown out on 
the grounds that Ten 15’s security 
officers didn’t have probable cause 
to search her client. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union of Northern California’s 


managing attorney, Alan Schloss- 
er, told the B.A.R. that he agreed 
with Kim’s argument that Ten 15’s 
security should be held to the 
same standards as police officers. 

“The Fourth Amendment 
doesn’t apply to private security 
officers but I think that when you 
have searches that are taking place 
pursuant to a court injunction, in 
which the club is required to com¬ 
ply with it to stay open, I think the 
question then is whether you are 
dealing with private searches or 
whether they are in fact acting as 
agents of the state,” said Schlosser. 
“It seems to me that these are no 
longer private searches.” 


“I don’t think that the San 
Francisco Police Department and 
the city attorney can come in and 
force a private club to adopt a 
search policy and then kind of 
wash their hands of it and say the 
searches that take place, even if 
they’re unconstitutional, are pure¬ 
ly private and therefore the evi¬ 
dence isn’t covered by the exclu¬ 
sionary rule.” 

Schlosser also questioned the 
club’s searches of people before 
they enter the club. 

“If they are pat searching 
everyone who comes in, then I 
think that raises some questions 
about whether that intrusion is 
reasonable.” 

Ten 15’s attorney, Joe Wood, 


told the B.A.R. that the club’s 
searches don’t violate anyone’s con¬ 
stitutional rights because people 
voluntarily consent to be searched 
as a condition of entering the club. 

“That doesn’t raise any consti¬ 
tutional issues whether or not you 
deem them to be private security 
or government affiliated because 
it’s consensual,” Wood said. “As for 
things that happen inside the club, 
which is what her [Kim’s] client 
was involved with, if somebody is 
engaging in what looks to club se¬ 
curity like drug related criminal 
activity, then that person is 
searched on that basis.” 

Wood added that Ten 15’s se¬ 


curity is well trained to only search 
people inside the club when there’s 
probable cause to believe they are 
engaged in an illegal activity. 

San Francisco Police acting 
Southern District Captain, Larry 
Minasian, told the B.A.R. that 
since Ten 15 initiated its tough se¬ 
curity policy, three to four people 
on average are arrested each night 
by club security. Minasian said 
that the arrests are considered 
“citizen’s arrests” and those arrest¬ 
ed are picked up by San Fi-ancisco 
police for booking at the Hall of 
Justice. Minasian reiterated Ten 
15’s position that all patrons are 
admonished both verbally and by 
posted signs that they will be ar¬ 
rested if found with drugs. ▼

Save the tranny bills

f§ ust when you thought our 
: 4 state might do well in at least 
one area of civil rights, the 
California Legislature delivered a 
double whammy to two pieces of 
pro-transgender legislation last 
week, temporarily defeating an 
employment non-discrimination 
bill and another bill once thought 
to be a shoe-in because of its ad¬ 
ministrative nature. There is still 
time to save the bills, as both are 
up for reconsideration, but the 
public is needed to register sup¬ 
port for their passage. 

AB2142, by Assemblyman Fred 
Keeley (D-Santa Cruz), would clar¬ 
ify current law against sex discrim¬ 
ination to prohibit discriminatory 
acts based on gender. The Senate 
Judiciary Committee voted 4-3 in 
favor of the bill, but a fifth vote was 
necessary to pass it. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, the three dissenters were Re¬ 
publicans, but it was the choice of 
two Democrats to abstain from the 
vote that caused the bill to fail. 
State Senators Adam Schiff (D- 
Burbank) and Steve Peace (D-El 
Cajon) withheld their votes, de¬ 
spite the intense lobbying of Kee¬ 
ley and other supporters. At press 
time, neither Schiff nor Peace re¬ 
turned phone calls from the Bay 
Area Reporter seeking an explana¬ 
tion to their no-votes. 

“We were very disappointed, 
but hope to use this time to influ¬ 
ence opinions and gain another 
vote,” Shannon Minter, staff attor¬ 
ney at the National Center for Les-

bian Rights, told the B.A.R. “Nei¬ 
ther of the senators are a lost 
cause, but Schiff has historically 
been pretty solid. He should vote 
for this bill because it’s consistent 
with his past record.” 

The bill will probably be heard 
again on August 18 or 22, accord¬ 
ing to Minter. 

AB1851, as reported in the 
B<A.R. earlier this year, would 
make it easier for post-operative 
transsexuals from California to re¬ 
ceive birth certificates that docu¬ 
ment their new genders and/or 
names. This important documen¬ 
tation is vital for people who seek 
any kind of normal life that may 
involve travel, driving, and work¬ 
ing. Because the law is already on 
the books, most advocates of the 
bill had expected easy passage 
(AB1851 simply extends current 
law to allow a birth certificate to be 


issued to new California residents 
and residents of other states who 
were born here). But a key vote in 
the Senate Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee was missing three impor¬ 
tant members: state Senators Dede 
Alpert (D-Coronado), Debra 
Bowen (D-Marina del Ray), 
Martha Escutia (D-Huntington 
Park). Thus, the bill failed, thanks 
to these convenient absences. The 
bill was granted reconsideration, 
however, and another vote is ex¬ 
pected early next week. 

“I would expect it to pass next 
time around,” said Minter. “Hope¬ 
fully the senators will remedy an 
accidental oversight and approve 
it. There’s no controversy attached 
to that bill.” 

If you’re tired of Democrats 
taking the silent approach rather 
than standing up for our commu¬ 
nities (or coming out against 
them, which at least lets us know 
where they stand), you are en¬ 
couraged to call and/or write the 
above lawmakers to voice your 
support for these bills.

Hobson bows out of District 6 supe race

A fter entering the race for 
District 6 supervisor one 
month ago, Frederick Hob¬ 
son announced August 10 that he 
had withdrawn from the crowded 
field of candidates. 

Hobson jumped into the race 
immediately after Supervisor 
Leslie Katz said she would not 
seek re-election because she could 
not afford to move into the 
sprawling district; Katz lives in the 
same district as Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano, 
who is seeking re-election. 

Sixteen candidates are running 
for supervisor in District 6, which 
includes the Tenderloin, South of 
Market, and Hayes Valley. The filing 
deadline was last Friday, August 11. 

Hobson said he was quitting 
the race because he did not want 
to give up his position as a mem¬ 
ber of the rent board. “For me to 
remain a candidate, I would have 
been faced with the mayor’s re¬ 
quest that his appointed commis¬ 
sioners who are seeking public of-

fice resign from office,” Hobson 
said. “My work as a rent board 
commissioner representing 
renters is very important to me, 
and I consider good representa¬ 
tion for renters to be vital, espe¬ 
cially at a time of uncertainty for 
renters. 

“I cannot, in good conscience, 
resign my commission [seat] less 
than a year into term,” he added. 

Kandace Bender, Mayor 
Brown’s spokeswoman, confirmed 


that the mayor issued a letter stat¬ 
ing that it was his preference that 
those serving on commissions 
who are running for elected office 
resign their seats to avoid poten¬ 
tial conflicts of interest. 

Earlier this year, Hobson was 
also appointed by the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors to the 
city’s Commission on Animal 
Control and Welfare. 

Hobson, a 14-year resident of 
District 6, said he knows the con¬ 
cerns and challenges facing resi¬ 
dents in the district, and that he 
would have been a responsive su¬ 
pervisor. 

“For many years, I have been 
very active in the efforts and chal¬ 
lenges in making our neighbor¬ 
hood safe, clean, affordable, and 
vibrant,” Hobson said. “I will con¬ 
tinue that work, and I will be ac¬ 
tive in ensuring that the people of 
District 6 have good representa¬ 
tion at City Hall.” 

Another District 6 candidate, 
former Bay Area Reporter staffer 
Kent Brandley, also dropped out 
of the race because he moved to 
Montana. ▼ 
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Ohio politico talks AIDS

D emocrats are eager to take 
back control of the House 
this fall, and if they succeed, 
Representative Sherrod Brown of 
Ohio will be a very powerful man. 

As ranking member of the 
House Commerce Committee’s 
Health and Environment Sub¬ 
committee, Brown is in line to be¬ 
come chair if the Democrats suc¬ 
ceed in winning a majority of 
seats in the House. 

Brown made a stop in San Fran¬ 
cisco last Saturday on his way to the 
Democratic National Convention, 
and took the time to meet with 
about a dozen San Franciscans to 
talk about AIDS and health issues. 

At the hour and a half meeting 
at the Monarch Hotel on Geary 
Street, representatives of various 
AIDS-related groups spoke pas¬ 
sionately about the need for in¬ 
creased support for local AIDS pro¬ 
grams, including HIV prevention, 
the Ryan White CARE Act, health 
care for ex-convicts, and adequate 
pay for community physicians. 

Describing himself at one 
point during the meeting as “more 
liberal than Ted Kennedy because 
he votes for bad trade bills,” 
Brown nevertheless cautioned the 
group that under the current Re¬ 
publican leadership, there is not 
the level of concern about AIDS 
that there was a few years ago. 

Brown also suggested that some 
members of Congress may be less 
sympathetic to the plight of people 
with HIV in San Francisco, given 
the perception that medical ad¬ 
vances have turned the tide against 
the epidemic, and in light of recent 
reports of increased unsafe sexual 


behavior among gay and bisexual 
men from the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health. 

“[Congressman Tom] Coburn 
has a little bit of the ‘blame the vic¬ 
tim’” attitude, Brown remarked. 

A practicing physician, Coburn 
(R-Oklahoma) is currently vice 
chair of the subcommittee on 
health and environment, and has 
taken the lead on the subcommit¬ 
tee in shaping the CARE Act five- 
year reauthorization bill. 

Many of the meeting partici¬ 
pants expressed concern that not 
enough was being done to stave off

T he Boy Scouts of America 
may be allowed to discrimi¬ 
nate against gay youth and 
adults, but that doesn’t mean they 
have to.

a wave of new infections among gay 
and bisexual men in San Francisco. 

“I have zero people in my prac¬ 
tice who are practicing safe sex all 
the time,” said Dr. Allison Lavoy, an 
HIV physician in private practice.

and Eagle Scout Steve Cozza will 
be leading a protest at the BSA na¬ 
tional headquarters in Texas, 
where the Scouting for All leader 
will present a petition with 55,000 
signatures opposing the policy of 
discrimination against gay scouts 
and troop leaders. 

“I’d like to encourage my fel¬ 
low scouts across the United 
States and throughout the world 
to stand with me and protest 
against the Boy Scouts of Ameri¬ 
ca’s discrimination against gay 
youth and adults,” said Cozza. 
“We are not giving up.” 

After the recent Supreme 
Court ruling in the case of Boy 
Scouts of America v. Dale, in which 
the court determined that as a pri¬ 
vate organization, the “morally 
straight” BSA could exclude gay 
troop leaders from its ranks, 
Cozza called on President Bill 
Clinton to resign as honorary 
chairman of the BSA.

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No ‘inclusion illusion’ for Dems 


P resident Clinton delivered his last 
speech as head of the Democratic 
Party Monday night, and what a 
speech it was. Clinton, a masterful politi¬ 
cian, systematically tore down the argu¬ 
ments that GOP nominee George W. Bush 
and other Republicans threw at him two 
weeks ago at their convention in Philadel¬ 
phia, and, more importantly, started to pave 
the way for Vice President A1 Gore to define 
himself as he accepts his party’s nomination 
for president tonight. 

If Monday was the Clintons’ night (first 
lady Hillary Rodham Clinton got to give her 
Senate candidacy a boost in prime time be¬ 
fore thanking the American people and in¬ 
troducing her husband) then Tuesday was the 
night that shone the spotlight on the liberal 
side of a Democratic Party that has become 
more centrist over the last eight years. And it 
was the night that gave us the most vivid ex¬ 
amples of the stark differences that exist be¬ 
tween the Democrats and Republicans. 

The Reverend Jesse Jackson said it best: 
the Republican National Convention was an 
“inclusion illusion.” There, the far right, 
hard-core homophobes were not on the 
podium, so those watching got a dose of a 
made-for-television event that showed Re¬ 
publicans are tolerant - as long as no one 
talks about things like equal rights for gays. 
Yes, lesbian Mary Cheney was there; no, she 
didn’t talk about the importance of non¬ 
discrimination laws protecting gays. Yes, Jim 
Kolbe, the House’s only openly gay Repub¬ 
lican, was there and addressed the delegates; 
no, he didn’t talk about the importance of 
allowing gays and lesbians to serve openly 
in the military. 

The GOP put forth a diverse slate of 
speakers intended to highlight Bush’s so- 
called compassionate conservatism. But as 
Jackson told a cheering Democratic crowd, 
it was “all smoke and mirrors.” 

Both conventions featured openly gay 
people that spoke to the delegates. The stark 
difference, however, was that in Philadelphia 
Kolbe couldn’t talk about gay rights, and in 
Los Angeles, the Human Rights Campaign’s 
Elizabeth Birch could and did talk about gay 
rights. Birch even mentioned “bisexual and 


transgender” people in completing the “b” 
and “t” in LGBT, which pleased at least some 
in the community who watched her speech. 
HRC is not known for being the most trans¬ 
friendly organization, so it was important that 
Birch at least mentioned them in her remarks. 

Birch also addressed equal rights 
for the LGBT community, includ¬ 
ing the importance of protecting 
gay and lesbian families, allowing , 
gays and lesbians to serve in the 
military, and about ending dis¬ 
crimination and violence against 
the LGBT community. 

There was another stark difference at 
the Democratic convention 
that was immediately apparent 
- the camera shots of the 
crowd. Unlike the mostly 
white crowd in Philadelphia, those attend¬ 
ing the confab in Los Angeles were of every 
color and all sexual orientations. There was 
even a transgender delegate - 73-year-old 
Jane Fee, from Minnesota, who’s a World 


War II veteran and grandmother of 10. 

Diversity. That’s in large part what the 
Democratic Party stands for, and that’s why 
it’s important to support A1 Gore and Joe 
Lieberman in November. Yes, it’s the most 
conservative Democratic ticket in many 
years, and yes, the Democrats have become 
more centrist. But look at the alterna¬ 
tive: George W. Bush does not support 
equal rights for gays and lesbians, and 
if he wins, the gains that the commu¬ 
nity has made over the last eight years 
could be wiped out. The future of the 
Supreme Court also depends on this 
election, as the next president likely 
will appoint several justices. 

As long as there are people 
like Trent Lott, Jesse Helms, 
Pat Robertson, and Jerry Fal- 
well calling the shots for the Republicans, 
there will be no equal rights for gays in this 
country. We still have a long way to go, but 
it would be a step back in time if Bush were 
elected president. T

jjlR very two or three months, the sexual 
Ip pressure just gets to be too much for 
1* Lenny**. He goes to a cruisy adult 
bookstore, gets down on his knees in a video 
cubicle, and sucks cock until his throat is sore. 
Once in a while, he’s taken his pants down just 
far enough to let somebody fuck him. Because 
he doesn’t have sex very often, he usually feels 
too desperate to insist that the other guy use a 
condom. If his trick offers to blow him, Lenny 
freaks out and leaves. Once he gets home, he 
jacks off frantically. After he gets off, he won¬ 
ders if this is all life has to offer. He’d like to 
have a fuck buddy or a lover, but is too scared 
to try for that much intimacy. 

None of Roger’s friends can deal with his 
new lover, Greg. They don’t approve of the 
man in his life. Roger has put up with a lot of 
rough teasing that isn’t very funny. His 
neighbors are also unfriendly, and snub or 
harass the two of them when they go out to¬ 
gether. Roger has a lot of questions about 
this new kind of relationship, but can’t seem 
to find any resources that would answer 
them. He feels isolated. Sometimes this caus¬ 
es so much tension that he and Greg fight, 
even though they really love each other. 

You probably think that Lenny is a clos¬ 
eted gay man who feels guilty about having 
sex with other guys. And Roger sounds like 
someone who’s just come out whose straight 
friends can’t cope with him being gay. But in 
fact Lenny is a female-to-male transsexual 
(FTM) who, thanks to testosterone and chest 
surgery, never has his male identity ques¬ 
tioned in public. But he hasn’t had any gen¬ 
ital surgery. He’s afraid other gay men will 
not accept him as male if he reveals his 
transgendered status, so he can’t have recip¬ 
rocal sex. He feels that he’s lucky to have any 
sex at all with other guys. Pulling out a con¬ 


dom might result in Lenny losing the little 
bit of pleasure and validation he gets from 
“casual” public sex. So he takes his chances. 

Roger may sound to you like somebody 
who has just come out, but he’s been very 
public about his homosexuality for years. 
His new lover is an FTM, and Roger’s 
friends are reacting as if he hooked up with 
a woman. To them, being a gay man is all 
about having a dick, even though most of 
them are bottoms. Greg’s parts work just 
fine, and it’s unlikely that he will ever 
have them surgically altered. Genital 
surgerv for FTMs is very expensive 
and in the U.S. must be paid for by 
the individual. The medical tech¬ 
nology isn’t nearly as good as it is 
for male-to-female transsexuals. To 
Greg, the risk of losing the ability 
to have an orgasm is just 
not worth it. There’s no 
organization for FTMs 
and their significant oth¬ 
ers where Roger and Greg live, so they have 
to figure out their lives alone while both gay 
and straight people disapprove of what they 
are doing. 

A recent study by the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health and the Trans¬ 
sexual Community Health Project inter¬ 
viewed 123 FTMs about their HIV risk be¬ 
havior. Fifty-one percent of the sample 
identified as gay or bisexual. While the rate 
of HIV prevalence was low (1.6 percent), 28 
percent of the respondents said they had 
unprotected receptive anal sex. Almost two- 
thirds had unprotected vaginal intercourse. 
About one-third of the respondents had 
been diagnosed with an STD. Among the 18 
percent of them who injected recreational 
drugs, 91 percent had shared needles. 
There’s clearly a potential problem here. Yet 
there’s been almost no HIV prevention ed¬ 
ucation aimed at FTMs and their partners, 


and AIDS services organizations rarely in¬ 
clude FTMs in their mission statements. 

One HIV prevention agency, the Stop 
AIDS Project, is taking the steps to address 
the needs of FTMs proactively. Thanks to 
Willy Wilkinson, a group of FTM volun¬ 
teers, and Darlene Weide at the Stop AIDS 
Project, a space is being created for dialogue 
between queer FTMs and biomen***. You 
may think that you know everything about 
having sex with other guys. But if you come 
to this forum, chances are good you’ll be 
surprised. A panel of gay/bisexual FTMs 
and biomen will tell their stories and talk 
about how they view one another. 
There will be time for questions 
and discussion. 

“T for Two” will be held Thurs¬ 
day, August 24, at 7 p.m., in the 
Harvey Milk Civil Rights 
Academy at 4235 19th 
Street. The forum is co¬ 
sponsored by Tranny Fest, 
Harvey Milk Institute, and FTM International. 
Satisfy your curiosity about this new aspect of 
your community. If you think there’s more to 
your gay identity than what’s in your genes or 
your jeans, we’ll expect to see you there. T

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Lied to by ex-boyfriend 

Thank you so much for printing the Guest Opin¬ 
ion entitled “Our Dying Youth” by Richard Wahl in 
August 3 issue. 

I thought I was alone with my experience. I too 
was lied to and manipulated by my boyfriend. He was 
a smooth operator who told me he loved me and 
wanted to spend the rest of his life with me in a 
monogamous relationship, and he also swore he was 
HIV-negative. I believed that trust was the bedrock of 
a loving and meaningful relationship. The price I paid 
for that belief was becoming HIV-positive. I was able 
to dig up enough proof to convince myself that my 
partner knew he was HIV-positive a full year before I 
seroconverted. 

I understand that a lot of people in our communi¬ 
ty will say that I was a fool for trusting him. But we 
don’t all walk around expecting evil to lurk in every 
corner. Why should I expect that someone would 
want to intentionally infect me with an incurable dis¬ 
ease? This sort of behavior is not part of my general 
reality. 

My life has forever changed drastically. I’m dealing 
with how to be open to relating to people around me, 
trust that they are honest and equally open with me, 
and protect myself from disease, abuse, and lies. There 
is nothing I can do to prevent this from happening to 
someone else other than urge that we continue to dis¬ 
cuss these cases, make them public, so that we create 
an awareness. I have contacted the Department of 
Public Health and found that there is noth¬ 
ing they can do. I have confronted my ex¬ 
boyfriend and he has told me to disap¬ 
pear, which I refuse to do. 

We are at a very ignorant stage right 
now in our society. While we try to talk 
about our lives and our truth, the ma¬ 
jority would prefer to have things stay 
the same, avoid change, and, as you 
know, ignorance is bliss. I wish there 
was some way I could warn others. I wish I had been 
warned. Please be careful, these charming predators 
exist and they will lie to you ... and it may cost you 
your life.

He gambled and lost 

In his zeal to condemn his newly infected friend’s 
boyfriend for claiming to be HIV-negative [“Our 
dying youth” August 3], Richard Wahl conveniently 
forgets the part of the responsibility issue that is too 
often ignored - the fact that it takes two people to 
transmit HIV. 

Without doubt, Richard’s friend’s boyfriend is 
scum. But Richard’s friend is not without fault. He ev¬ 
idently consented to the sex he had that infected him. 
He ignored the central point of most HIV prevention 
campaigns, the point that says use a condom, period. 
He thought he’d found a way to cheat reality - the re¬ 
ality that you can’t ever know another person’s HIV 
status for sure. 

Even if his partner hadn’t been lying, Richard’s 
friend’s decision to have unsafe sex would have ig¬ 
nored the possibility that his partner was in the win¬ 
dow period (infectious but not showing antibodies), 
or had been infected after his last HIV test. If you’re 
uninfected, there are no situations where unprotect¬ 
ed sex is risk-free. Richard’s friend should realize this, 
because he proved it. He gambled and lost. 

None of this makes the boyfriend less evil, but if 
Richard’s friend thinks he’s a 100 percent innocent 
victim, he’s still not facing reality. He consented to a 
known risk, and now he can’t bring himself to admit 
that taking that risk was a mistake. 

Richard hopes he’ll be “lucky enough” not to con¬ 
tract HIV himself. This shows an incredible lack of in¬ 
sight. You don’t get HIV by being “unlucky;” you get 
it by being stupid. Simply deciding to be “more care¬ 
ful” if you bed someone you know has HIV won’t 
keep you safe. If you don’t see why, you’re too stupid 
to be having sex. 

Finally, what’s this “dying youth” crap? Does 
Richard think only twentysomethings are contracting 
HIV, and that they’re only getting it from men much 
older than themselves? Get real. That whole image is 
false, inflammatory, and serves no purpose other than 
to polarize.

When ap¬ 
pointed by Dianne Feinstein to the Commission on 
the Status of Women, she supported the comparable 
worth proposal which “stepped-up” pay increases for 
women’s jobs in a way that didn’t blow holes in the 
city budget. She also fought Mayor Feinstein, unsuc¬ 
cessfully, for early city adoptions of the domestic part¬ 
ner ordinance - and Juanita later implemented the 
same policies at the San Francisco Unified School Dis¬ 
trict. Juanita and her domestic partner Rosalinda are 
pleased and proud with the results.

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Gays, other minorities 
line up behind Gore- 
Lieberman ticket

f Hf h en Vice President Al 

lljfsjf Gore delivers his accep- 

W V tance speech for the De¬ 
mocratic Party’s presidential 
nomination tonight, he will al¬ 
ready have locked up the over¬ 
whelming support of gays, les¬ 
bians, African Americans, possibly 
Hispanic voters, and many other 
minorities as he goes into the No¬ 
vember 7 election against the Re¬ 
publican nominee, Texas Gover¬ 
nor George W. Bush. 

So, what does Gore talk about 
as he reaches out to the country’s 
undecided and independent vot¬ 
ers in hopes of overtaking the lead 
that has been lost to the Republi¬ 
can nominee? Gore, who officially 
stepped out of the shadow of the 
still immensely popular President 
Bill Clinton during an unofficial 
“passing of the Democratic Party 
torch” in Michigan Tuesday, will 
likely embrace Clinton’s 
successful presiding over 
the nation’s robust econ¬ 
omy but will surely send 
the message that “I’m 
running for president 
on my own agenda 
with my own voice 
and my own 
experiences.” 

Gore’s 

speech at the 
Staples Center convention site 
tonight will be top-heavy with 
policy specifics because he needs 
the voting public to know that he 
has an agenda to lead the country. 
Look for Gore to speak “very con¬ 
cretely” (Gore’s words) in outlin¬ 
ing his plan for cutting taxes for 
middle-class families and altering 
the Social Security system, cham¬ 
pioning the environment, and his 
role in efforts to set time limits 
and reform welfare. 

Gore told reporters this week 
that he would “speak in detail” 
tonight because, as he put it, “I 
think people of America are enti¬ 
tled to understand fully what the 
issues are that are at stake” in this 
election. Gore will speak in detail 
on his plan, for instance to hold 
regular town hall meetings with 
ordinary citizens, and, in fact, says 
that particular pledge “will be¬ 
come a major theme of my presi¬ 
dency.” 

In past convention speeches - 
including the address two weeks 
ago by Bush - specifics were often 
lacking. Gore himself admitted 
that acceptance speeches by pres¬ 
idential nominees tend to resort 
to “the vaguest of generalities and 
not to challenge the audience with 
specifics and hard substance - I 
don’t go along with that.” 

Also, look for Gore to reach 
out to minorities like gays, discuss 
health issues such as AIDS (Bush 
did neither in Philadelphia), and 
to proudly put forth his vice pres¬ 
idential choice, Connecticut Sena¬ 
tor Joseph Lieberman, the first 
Jewish American ever to be nom¬ 
inated on a major national party 
ticket. 

After hearing President Clin¬ 
ton tell America Monday night 
why they should elect Al Gore to 
succeed him, Gore advisers were 
reportedly relieved that the vice 
president can now use tonight’s

speech to say that while he will 
continue the economic policies 
that Clinton installed, creating 
what even Republicans admit is 
one of the strongest economic 
eras in American history. He 
will stress that he can 
build upon the eco¬ 
nomic success of the 
past eight years, but 
at the same time, 
rather than merely 
continue with Clinton’s 
achievements, it is he, 
not Bush, who 
is best suited 
to be the next 
president. 

Unlike 1988, when then-Vice 
President George Bush was es¬ 
sentially offering himself as the 
steward of a third term of the 
Ronald Reagan administration, 
Gore clearly needs to be his own 
man, with his own ideas and his 
speech tonight will surely focus on 
the ideas that he has for America’s 
future, and not just on the accom¬ 
plishments of the past eight years 
where he served under a president 
whose policies were very popular 
with American voters, but whose 
personal character remains very 
much in question. 

The Democratic parties 

Yes, like the Republicans earli¬ 
er this month in Philadelphia, De¬ 
mocrats held parties galore in Los 
Angeles all week, but also like the 
Republicans, unless you carried a 
fat checkbook, you likely missed 
out on most of them. 

It cost Democrats $25,000 to 
meet and party with longtime De¬ 
mocratic activist and actress 
Whoopi Goldberg; even more for 
an invite to the home of Barbra 
Streisand (but, Brad Pitt was at 
that one, with his new wife, Jen¬ 
nifer Aniston) that raised nearly 
$10 million for the Clinton presi¬ 
dential library. 

Someone held a party for Sen¬ 
ator Dianne Feinstein (one of 
the biggest Demo stars at the L.A. 
confab), and then, of course, there 
was the one that Representative 
Loretta Sanchez threw for her 
political action committee, His¬ 
panic Unity USA. Sanchez, who 
milked that controversy for all the 
publicity she could, eventually 
gave in and decided not to hold 
her party at Hugh Hefner’s Play¬ 
boy Mansion, pleasing most De¬ 
mocratic Party bigwigs desperate¬ 
ly trying to avoid bad publicity for 
the party. DNC chair Joe Andrew 
and California state chair Art Tor¬ 


res talked Sanchez into moving 
her party to Universal Studios. 
State Senator John Burton (D- 
San Francisco) went ballistic at the 
pressure the party put on Sanchez, 
sending Andrew a letter, threaten¬ 
ing to withhold money he had ap¬ 
parently raised for the party. Bur¬ 
ton’s letter sniped “I am a little 
concerned that if you got the 
money, the DNC would likely 
spend it on kerosene for book 
burnings.” Burton railed on that 
“your actions violate the princi¬ 
ples this party stands for, or at 
least stood for before your ascen¬ 
sion; this isn’t the Democratic 
Party I grew up with - it smacks 
of fascism!” 

One Democratic Party big 
name, clearly annoyed at Burton’s 
outburst, and obviously referring 
to the senator’s penchant for salty 
language, commented “Well, we 
now know at least that Burton can 
put together two sentences with¬ 
out using the ‘F’ word.’” A local gay 
activist, attending the convention, 
snapped: “Burton for our next 
mayor? I don’t think so; Carole 
[Migden] and Gavin [Newsom] 
are looking better all the time.” 

And how about that Reform 
Party? The party’s convention re¬ 
sulted in two presidential candi¬ 
dates being nominated. One fac¬ 
tion selected Pat Buchanan, the 
gay-hating former Republican, 
who chose Ezola Foster, a con¬ 
servative African American, as his 
running mate. Foster, who is an 
associate of the Reverend Lou 
Sheldon, is quite possibly further 
to the right than even Buchanan. 
The other Reform presidential 
nominee, John Hagelin, tapped 
John Goldhaber, a high-tech 
millionaire from Oakland, as his 
veep choice. The courts will even¬ 
tually decide which of the two will 
carry the Reform banner in No¬ 
vember. 

George W. Bush likes to show¬ 
case Arizona Senator John Mc¬ 
Cain as now being among his 
“staunchest supporters” but Al 
Gore is not letting Bill Bradley sit 
idly by during this campaign ei¬ 
ther. Bradley came out full force 
for the Gore-Lieberman ticket in 
L.A. and has reportedly offered to 
campaign “any time, any place” 
for Gore. With Bradley now com¬ 
mitted, and Jesse Jackson 
revving up support for Gore in the 
African American community, 
look for those polls to close up 
fast. 

Al Gore and Joe Lieberman 
versus George W. Bush and 

Richard Cheney - let the fun, 
and the unavoidable mudslinging 
begin.

Learning 

‘cultural queerness’

II j| J| hen college classes re- 
iT sume in the fall, the Uni- 
W if versity of Michigan will 
offer a new course called “How to 
Be Gay: Male Homosexuality and 
Initiation,” taught by Distin¬ 
guished Professor of English Lan¬ 
guage and Literature David 
Halperin, an out gay man. Pre¬ 
dictably, the course’s suggestive 
title sparked a right-wing backlash 
that began in the spring and has 
picked up steam this summer. But 
Halperin’s title also raises interest¬ 
ing questions for our community: 
What does “initiation” into lesbian 
and gay culture mean? Who de¬ 
termines what our cultural her¬ 
itage is? 

It was no surprise when both 
the local chapter of the American 
Family Association and a conserv¬ 
ative cadre of politicians targeted 
Halperin’s course for attack. AFA- 
Michigan head Gary Glenn said 
he doesn’t want taxpayers “to pay 
for a class to openly recruit and 
teach teenagers how to engage in 
a lifestyle of high-risk behavior 
that is not only illegal, but many 


believe immoral.” Recently, right- 
wing state legislators introduced a 
bill to punish the university finan¬ 
cially if the course runs. 

Despite its provocative title, 
Halperin’s course doesn’t broach 
the topic of sexual initiation. Ac¬ 
cording to its catalog description, 
“How to Be Gay” explores 
the “cultural artifacts and 
activities that seem to play a 
prominent role in learning 
how to be gay.” As examples, 
Halperin lists Hollywood 
movies, opera, Broadway 
musicals, drag, diva 
worship, interior de¬ 
sign, and other com¬ 
monly held 
stereotypes of 
contempo¬ 
rary gay male —— 
culture. At the very end of the de¬ 
scription, Halperin adds that the 
course will seek “to create the basis 
for a wider acceptance of the plu¬ 
rality of ways in which people de¬ 
termine how to be gay.” 

Surprisingly, a small number 
of gay academics have begun to 
criticize Halperin, too, but for rea¬ 
sons different from those of the 
AFA. Some see Halperin as pur-

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posely provoking the far right 
when he could have chosen a 
more neutral title for his course - 
say, “Gay Male Literature and Cul¬ 
ture in America.” “Now that 
[Halperin] has attracted right- 
wing attacks,” one member of a 
queer academic e-mail list com¬ 
plained in July, “we are all 
compelled to support him.” 

What I find thought 
provoking about Halperin’s 
course is the idea of cultural 
initiation. The term comes 
from the field of anthro¬ 
pology and refers to the 
myriad ways a communi¬ 
ty preserves its culture 
across genera¬ 
tions. Jewish 

_ and Italian 

families, for 
example, might initiate their off¬ 
spring into the history and culture 
of their ancestors through such 
means as storytelling, music and 
dance, clothing, food, holiday cus¬ 
toms, and religious traditions. 

Gays and lesbians, however, 
constitute a different kind of “eth¬ 
nicity,” one that can’t learn its cul¬ 
ture through family channels. In 
fact, many of our biological fami¬ 
lies have gone out of their way to 
unteach queerness. We’ve all heard 
stories about the effeminate 
young boy punished for trying on 
his mother’s high heels or the 
butch teenage girl forced by her 
parents to femme up. 

Although I do believe that we 
have to learn cultural queerness, 
I’m troubled by what that actual¬ 
ly means. When I was coming out 
20 years ago, I “learned” lesbian¬ 
ism from my friends and lovers - 
all of whom were white and col¬ 
lege educated. As a result, I at¬ 
tended Cris Williamson concerts, 
read Ruby fruit Jungle, cut my hair 
short, and put on men’s jeans and 
shirts. What I learned how to be 
was not “a lesbian,” but a white, 
urban, middle-class, feminist one. 
And two decades later, I’m still 
trying to unlearn a few of those 
lessons, especially those that were 
race- and class-privileged, which 
for years made me oblivious to the 
issues and concerns of the many 
other lesbians who didn’t look or 
act just like I did. 

The fact that lesbians and gay 
men come from many different 
backgrounds makes us unique 
among “minorities.” I’m a 
Catholic lesbian from Pittsburgh. 
The dyke next to me at the gay 
pride march may be an African 
American whose ancestors were 
slaves or a recent immigrant from 
Chile. Each of us has specific cul¬ 
tural markers, specific ways of 
being queer. Who gets to decide 
what cultural “initiation” as a les¬ 
bian means? 

Mostly, it has been white 
queers calling the shots for every¬ 
one else. In what seems to me like 
a metaphor for how diversity is 
dealt with in our white-dominat¬ 
ed community, Professor 
Halperin tacked the term “plural¬ 
ity” onto his course description at 
the end. The course itself seems to 
be pitched to those who share 
Halperin’s specific cultural refer¬ 
ences as a white gay man. 

Pluralism remains one of the 
greatest challenges we face. If 
someone offered a course in how 
to be a member of a queer com¬ 
munity made up of many com¬ 
munities, that would be a course 
for all of us to take. ▼ 
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Frederick the Great

August 17, 1786 (214 years ago 
this week): Prussian sodomite 
King Frederick the Great dies 
after a 46-year rule. 

rederick the Great was such 
JJ - a complicated man that one 
< biographer dubbed him 
“The Magnificent Enigma.” He 
was a warrior who championed 
tolerance, a humanist who started 
wars that killed hundreds of thou¬ 
sands, and a sodomite who ruled a 
land where sex between men was 
punishable by death. 

Frederick earned the 
title “the Great” by build¬ 
ing his German kingdom’s 
army into the conquering 
terror of 18th century Eu¬ 
rope. But as a child, he showed 
few signs of military 
prowess. His father, 

King Frederick 
William I, wanted his 
son to grow into a 
fighting Prussian, but young Fred¬ 
erick preferred the French novels 
and music he learned about from 
his tutors to the military lessons 
ordered by his father. The king 
regularly thrashed his son to force 
him to toughen up. Frederick, still 
less than 10 years old, surrendered 
to the king’s demand that he excel 
in daily military drills, and he 
learned to hide from his father 
when he played the flute and read 
his favorite books. Still, the beat¬ 
ings continued. 

In 1730, the 18-year-old prince 
colluded with two soldiers, one his 
friend, the other his lover, to es¬ 
cape from his father and flee to 
England. The king discovered the 
plot, and sent soldiers to arrest the 
three. Frederick’s friend escaped, 
but the soldiers captured the 
prince and his lover, Lieutenant 
Hans von Katte, and jailed them. 

The king had long believed 
that his son and Katte were lovers, 
but what enraged him now was 
their disloyalty to him. After a 
military tribunal convicted Katte 
of desertion, the king ordered the 
lieutenant killed. On the morning 
of the execution, Frederick 
William dispatched soldiers to his 
son’s cell to force him to watch 
Katte die. Frederick fainted in 
front of his cell’s window mo¬ 
ments before an executioner 
chopped off his lover’s head in the 
courtyard below. The king consid¬ 
ered killing Frederick, but friends 
dissuaded him. Instead, he forced 
his son into a year’s service as a 
low-level bureaucrat to humiliate 
him. 

Katte’s death showed Frederick 
that he could not escape his fa¬ 
ther’s control, so when Frederick 
William ordered him to marry a 
noblewoman three years after the 
execution, he complied, though he 
told friends that he detested the 
idea. The 1733 wedding cemented 
a political alliance, but the bride 
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and groom disliked each other. Al¬ 
though Frederick claimed that 
they tried, the couple never pro¬ 
duced an heir. 

In 1740, Frederick William 
died and the crown prince became 
king. Just after he took the throne, 
Frederick issued a flurry of orders 
that made Prussia more humane. 
Inspired by the Enlightenment 
philosophy expressed in the 
French books he loved, the king 
outlawed censorship of the press 
and encouraged religious toler¬ 
ance. Even Jews, a people excluded 
from much of life in Europe at the 
time, enjoyed new freedoms. 

At first, Frederick’s rule 
seemed to promise a more 
comfortable existence for 
the Prussian people, but 
Frederick plunged Prussia 
into war within a year of 
his coronation. Frederick 
had absorbed his father’s 
vision of Prussia as a 
great power and in¬ 
vaded neighboring 
Silesia, a wealthy 
country, to expand Prussia’s bor¬ 
ders and to help pay for a larger 
military. After two years of fight¬ 
ing, Silesia fell. 

The Silesian campaign was 
only the first of many wars of ter¬ 
ritorial expansion that Frederick 
won, but the Prussian people paid 
dearly. Commerce stagnated 
under army and navy financial de¬ 
mands and taxes were raised even 
on the poor. But the financial 
costs were small compared with 
the price in human lives. In a sin¬ 
gle bloody year, 1759, 60,000 sol¬ 
diers died on the Prussian side 
alone, a staggering loss for a coun¬ 
try inhabited by less than 3 mil¬ 
lion people. 

Frederick’s battlefield success¬ 


es earned him the fear and respect 
of many of Europe’s other mon- 
archs, but his royal court pro¬ 
voked rumors and jokes. At Sans 
Souci, his Potsdam palace, he 
rarely invited women to court, 
and his wife was never welcome. 
The all-male environment he cre¬ 
ated was infamous for homoerot¬ 
ic banter, and Frederick’s own sex¬ 
ual affairs with men were an open 
secret. The worst punishment he 
suffered was the knowledge that 
his sexual predilections drew 
snickers among his fellow royals. 

Had Frederick been a common 
sodomite, or “warm brother” as 
Prussia’s sodomites were called, he 
could have been executed. In spite 
of his power to change it, the law 
that mandated the death penalty 
for sodomy stayed on the books 
throughout Frederick’s reign. 

Frederick the Great died of a 
fever on August 17, 1786. He left 
behind an army 180,000 strong 
and more than 30 volumes of 
original writing. His nation had 
doubled in size during his rule, 
and the liberal reforms he cham¬ 
pioned saved his subjects from 
torture and censorship. The more 
humane climate may have re¬ 
duced the number of sodomy ar¬ 
rests, but since conviction could 
still mean death, Prussia’s warm 
brothers had little reason to 
mourn the passing of their 
sodomite king. ▼

9 00 block of Dolores, August 
12, 11:30 p.m.: Two women 
walking to their car were ap¬ 
proached by two men, one of 
whom pulled a handgun from 
his waistband and shout¬ 
ed, “Give me your bags.” 

One of the women 
screamed. The gun¬ 
man pistol whipped 
her, knocking her to 
the ground, shouting, 

“Shut up, bitch.” 

The suspects took 
both women’s 
purses and fled to a 
nearby four door 
sedan driven by another man. The 
injured woman was treated by 
paramedics for injuries. Both sus¬ 
pects are described as African 
American; only one has a full de¬ 
scription: 5 feet 8 inches tall, 20- 
25 years old, wearing a black ban¬ 



danna, shorts, and braided hair. 
The other suspect wore a blue 
denim jacket and carried a silver 
handgun. There is no description 
of the driver. 

The suspects in this case may 
or may not be linked to other rob¬ 
beries in the area where simi¬ 
lar descriptions of young 
men were given. Castro- 
goers are advised to 
avoid walking late at 
night, to remove all 
jewelry, to keep credit 
cards and identifica¬ 
tion separate from 
your wallet, and to 
keep $ 10-$ 15 of 
“giveaway” money 
in ones. Don’t 
carry a purse. Additionally, do ex¬ 
actly as you’re told if you are ap¬ 
proached and don’t try to fight. 

Treatment, interrupted 

August 7, 12:00 p.m., Castro 
and 18th streets: A man was found 


screaming on the corner of 18th 
and Castro that he needed to be 
locked up. He told responding of¬ 
ficers that he was wanted in Wash¬ 
ington state for the rape of a 4- 
year-old, but a warrant check 
proved negative. The man was 
taken to San Francisco General 
Hospital after telling officers, “I 
have the urge to rape a little kid 
again.” Further checks revealed 
that the man was on active parole 
for the rape of a minor. One of the 
conditions of his parole was that 
he did not leave Washington state. 
Officers took the man from the 
hospital to jail and booked him on 
parole violation and failure to reg¬ 
ister as a sex offender in Califor-

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erend Penny Nixon, MCC-SF co- 
pastor, told the B.A.R., referring to 
Walling’s request that the ambu¬ 
lance arrive with its lights off.

Walling was on vacation and 
not available for comment. Nixon 
said the incident had been hard on 
her.

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Breaking all the rules 

Barebacking, top to bottom , part one

l 


t’s an old taboo. 

Anal intercourse, that 
much-maligned yet inex¬ 
orably relished act, is not widely 
considered a topic for polite din¬ 
ner conversation. 

As a practical matter, it in¬ 
volves the insertion of an adult 
male’s penis into the rectum of 
another adult. 

The sexual act has been prac¬ 
ticed not only among gay men the 
world over for all of recorded his¬ 
tory, but by a significant propor¬ 
tion of heterosexual men and 
women as well, who attest to the 
physical sensations of anal inter¬ 
course or who simply use it as an 
alternative to penile-vaginal inter¬ 
course to prevent conception. 

In the gay community, many 
men regard the anatomical struc- 


tions among gay and bisexual 
men in San Francisco, the city’s 
Department of Public Health is¬ 
sued a groundbreaking “11 -point 
action plan,” designed to turn this 
dangerous new trend around. 

As reported in last week’s Bay 
Area Reporter, DPH’s new esti¬ 
mates of annual HIV infections in 
San Francisco, ranging between 
750 and 900, were based on sever¬ 
al key “indicator” studies, and al¬ 
most all pointed to one in¬ 
escapable fact: in the last few 
years, gay men have been increas¬ 
ingly engaging in unprotected 
anal intercourse. 

Researchers point to various 
factors that may be feeding the 
shift in behavior, but the evidence 
all points to one underlying his¬ 
toric event: the introduction in 
the mid-1990s of HIV therapies, 
including protease inhibitors and 
other drugs which, when used in 


to use male latex condoms, CDC 
recommends using female con¬ 
doms. 

In the absence of hard data, 
and under pressure from funding 
sources, public health officials, 
HIV prevention organizations, 
and physicians have been reluc¬ 
tant to talk about the relative risks 
of infection among various sex 
acts, a fact that has unfortunately 
left gay and bisexual men to figure 
things out for themselves. 

With their new action plan, 
DPH officials are acknowledging 
that gay men in San Francisco are 
“shutting down” to the old “safe 
sex” messages, and barebacking is 
a reality of daily life, requiring a 
new approach. 

“Ownership,” is the first point 
in the plan, which emphasizes the 
use of condoms for HIV-positive 
tops during sex with HIV-negative 
bottoms. “Take ownership of the

tures which make anal sex not 
only possible, but deeply pleasur¬ 
able, as one of nature’s greatest 
gifts. 

Nowadays, anal intercourse is 
increasingly regarded by scientists, 
physicians, and other learned peo¬ 
ple as a normal sexual act between 
consenting adults - either be¬ 
tween men, women, or a man and 
a woman. In our culture, modern 
intellectual understanding, accep¬ 
tance, and appreciation of the act, 
its virtues, and hazards have 
grown commonplace. 

And yet for centuries, the an¬ 
cient method of coupling has 
been culturally condemned by re¬ 
ligious zealots, with particular ve¬ 
hemence directed at its male prac¬ 
titioners, backed by laws of the 
state or various politically influ¬ 
ential sects. In some parts of the 
world, men who copulate with 
other men may be imprisoned or 
even put to death, and in our own 
society, the act alone can justify 
expulsion from the military. In 
some states, “sodomy” is illegal for 
men, while in others, it is illegal 
for everyone. 

And when practiced without 
the proper use of a condom, it is 
also one of the most effective ways 
to transmit the human immunod¬ 
eficiency virus (HIV), the virus 
that can cause AIDS. 

It is within this cultural and 
historic backdrop that health offi¬ 
cials and the HIV and gay com¬ 
munities in San Francisco are 
being forced to revisit the old 
taboo in light of new scientific ev¬ 
idence of what has been widely 
known but little-discussed. 

After nearly 20 years of living 
with the HIV epidemic under the 
mantra, “use a condom every 
time,” more and more HIV-posi¬ 
tive as well as HIV-negative guys 
are choosing to bareback, i.e. fuck 
without a condom. 

Last week, in the wake of con¬ 
troversy over preliminary esti¬ 
mates indicating a significant rise 
in the number of new HIV infec- 


combination, can successfully re¬ 
duce an HIV-infected person’s 
viral load to undetectable levels. 

In communities like San Fran¬ 
cisco with relatively widespread 
access to advanced HIV care, the 
death rate from AIDS has dropped 
precipitously. 

In short, people are not as 
afraid of AIDS as they used to be, 
and are increasingly willing to 
take the risk of HIV infection. 

“Just last night, a friend and I 
had unprotected sex where he was 
the bottom and I was the top,” one 
24-year-old HIV-positive man, 
who asked not to be named, told 
the B.A.R. last week. 

“[The bottom] didn’t give a 
reason” for deciding to bareback, 
the young man, who said he has 
been positive since he was 16, con¬ 
tinued. “It was a very spontaneous 
decision; there was no discussion. 
He’s 20 and he’s old enough to 
make those decisions. If he’s that 
afraid then he shouldn’t be having 
sex period. He can’t hold me re¬ 
sponsible.” 

His partner had previously 
told him that he was HIV-nega¬ 
tive. The 24-year-old had also pre¬ 
viously disclosed his status to his 
partner. 

Interestingly, the HIV-positive 
man said that his doctor advises 
him to use condoms not only dur¬ 
ing anal sex, but during oral sex as 
well. 

“I said, ‘Well, I’ve never done 
that,”’ he added. 

The federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, which 
provides about $10 million of San 
Francisco’s $16 million HIV pre¬ 
vention budget, “recommends 
sexual abstinence or sexual con¬ 
tact only with a partner known to 
be uninfected as the best methods 
of protection against the sexual 
transmission of HIV and other 
STDs.” In addition, CDC recom¬ 
mends that male latex condoms 
be used consistently and correct¬ 
ly, with or without a spermicide. If 
for some reason it is not possible 


epidemic, implementing cultural¬ 
ly specific, community-driven re¬ 
sponses. Prevention is not done to 
a community, but by and with a 
community.” 

A year and a half ago, in its 
February 1999 issue, POZ maga¬ 
zine published an article by Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Francis¬ 
co doctoral student Michael 
Scarce which listed eight different 
methods that men who had made 
the decision to bareback could use 
to reduce their risk of infection or 
re-infection. 

Scarce told the B.A.R. that he 
took a lot of flak from HIV pre¬ 
vention organizations around the 
country after the article was pub¬ 
lished, and compared their con¬ 
cerns to those who suggest needle 
exchanges encourage drug use - a 
contention that has been dis- 
proven by numerous studies. 

In the context of HIV preven¬ 
tion, harm reduction, a model 
more commonly employed in the 
U.S. for drug addiction treat¬ 
ment, is seen as a realistic alter¬ 
native to abstinence. The harm 
reduction model assumes thor¬ 
ough education of the known 
risks of various sex acts, and re¬ 


spects all parties concerned - 
whatever their carefully consid¬ 
ered choices. In other words, two 
well-informed, consenting adults 
- whether both HIV-negative, 
both HIV-positive, or of different 
or unknown serostatus - come to 
a mutual agreement of what 
practices they will engage in, and 
then stick to it. 

With this series, “Barebacking, 
top to bottom,” the B.A.R. next 
week will outline the methods 
used by men who bareback to re¬ 
duce their risk of becoming in¬ 
fected or re-infected with HIV, or 
infecting or ' re-infecting their 
partner - and what researchers 
and educators have to say about 
those methods. 

And finally, the series will ex¬ 
plore DPH’s 11-point action plan 
and discuss community response 
to it. V

' ShelterOne' unit unveiled

Jpll ould “Habitat for the Home- 
& less” be a true housing solu- 
* W tion, one where “homeless 
people who push shopping carts 
all day” are removed from sight 
and the public is encouraged to 
“imagine litter-free, tree-lined 
streets, with no more street clean¬ 
ing tickets, and more parking 
spaces” - as stated by the pro¬ 
gram’s literature? 

Developed by two San Francis¬ 
co failed-mayoral-turned-super- 
visor candidates - Jim Reid, who 
moved into District 6 to run for a 
seat there, and J.R. Manuel, who is 
seeking the District 10 seat - 
“Habitat” provides 100 square 
foot structures, called “Shel¬ 
terOne” to homeless people in ex¬ 
change for their 24 hours of work 
per week to keep city blocks clean. 
The plan is supposed to eliminate 
the need for city street cleaners 
while simultaneously providing 
food, volunteer jobs, and housing 
to the homeless. Reid, incidental¬ 
ly, has been temporarily disquali¬ 
fied from the race for supervisor 
due to invalid signatures on his 
petition (see story below). 

“I’m real proud of these 
homes,” Reid, the openly gay re¬ 
tired contractor and the brain 
power behind the habitat idea, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “It’s 
something we need to build a lot 
of.” 


Indeed, entering these small 
slabs of wood and concrete proves 
that ingenuity can still exist, as 
demonstrated by last Friday’s 
public display of a Habitat cubi¬ 
cle, a fully-equipped miniature 
home that could easily pass for 
any studio apartment in Manhat¬ 
tan. The “Habitat for the Home¬ 
less” structure - not to be con¬ 
fused with “Habitat for Humani¬ 
ty,” another building project for 
the homeless - has a full kitchen, 
bathroom, and sleeping area with 
a loft bed. The floors are tiled. The 
area under the loft bed contains a 
work space where a. corner desk 
fits. Quaint windows provide 
views and ventilation. The outside 
looks like a condensed version of 
the all-American dream house. It 
is earthquake, fire, and sound 
proof. The home is indeed more 
than a permanent form of the 
temporary camps we see all over 
town, offering a shower, security, 
and some physical comfort to 
those who would choose to live 
there. 

But there are problems with 
the proposed Habitat program, 
including the fact that it automat¬ 
ically excludes more than 50 per¬ 
cent of the city’s homeless popu¬ 
lation. Both the program and the 
home itself are not accessible to 
the disabled, who make up 25 per¬ 
cent of San Francisco’s homeless, 
according to Jennifer Frieden- 
bach, project coordinator for the 
Coalition on Homelessness. And 
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Jim Reid, candidate for District 6 supervisor, unveiled the ShelterOne unit that s being promoted by his group, 
Habitat for the Homeless. The 100 square foot cubicle contains a bathroom, kitchen, eating and sleeping area. 


because there is only one bed, 
these first models are intended for 
single people only. An additional 
25 percent of the homeless are 
from intact families, according to 
Friedenbach, and those numbers 
do not include statistics on cou¬ 
ples. 

“There are already those barri¬ 
ers to shelter for people with dis¬ 
abilities and people from families 
or couples,” Friedenbach told the 
B.A.R. “We would hope that fu¬ 
ture projects would address these 
populations most in need of ser¬ 
vices.” 

Finally, exchanging shopping 
carts and work for a home violates 
every person’s right to have hous¬ 
ing and personal property, ac¬ 
cording to Friedenbach.

“We would oppose any kind of 
program where confiscation of 
people’s property would increase,” 
she said. “Furthermore, people 
should have housing rights just 
like anybody else. If there is work 
in exchange for housing and 
someone becomes unable to do 
work, do they lose their housing? 
We’d want to make sure that these 
basic rights were protected.” 

Reid, who spent nine days last 
year living in the city’s homeless 
shelters, says he knows his plan 
“will not work for 90 percent of 
the homeless out there.” 

“But for those it does help, it’s 
a real chance at decent shelter. 
People with their own room have 
a lot more dignity and self confi¬ 
dence.” 


But the question remains: 
would able-bodied homeless peo¬ 
ple actually want to live in the 
Habitat concoctions? Or is Reid 
simply taking matters into his 
own hands and speaking for a 
population that may opt for street 
freedom and mobility over what 
some have likened to indentured 
servitude? 

“It is an idea I just came up 
with,” said Reid, likening the plan 
to similar structures in the Soviet 
Union and Japan. “Most homeless 
people at first said 100 square feet 
was too small. But after seeing the 
model on display, they want to 
know where they can sign up.” 

For Mike, a man who lives in a 
South of Market alley, the work¬ 
ing conditions tied to the plan in¬ 
terfere with his personal obliga¬ 
tions. Mike is the sole'xaregiver for 
his disabled friend, who relies on 
him during the days and sleeps 
next to him at night. 

“I’m already a little over-ex¬ 
tended,” he said. “And if I got this 
house, I wouldn’t have time to 
work for money. I’d be too busy 
working for free.” 

There are behavior conditions 
tied in to the housing as well. Ap¬ 
plicants must be clean and sober, 
and hanging out on the street will 
take on a different meaning than 
it would for the average city resi¬ 
dent. 

“I hope I’ll be getting people 
who know this could be their last 
chance,” said Reid. “And that if 
they choose to have visitors, they 
either stay inside or go somewhere 
else.” 

Reid still has to get city ap¬ 
proval for his project, and he 
hopes to build a series of units 
into a community, either in the 
back of area churches, or beneath 
freeway underpasses. Some ques¬ 
tions remain unanswered, such as 
whether cubicle residents would 
be considered “tenants,” despite 
the fact that they wouldn’t pay 
rent. 

Since Reid’s plan aims to enroll 
1,000 to 2,000 homeless people, he 
will probably fill those slots with 
willing and able participants. 
Whether this will actually get shop¬ 
ping carts off the streets and con¬ 
vince the city to fire its street clean¬ 
ers is another matter entirely. 

But the fact remains that simply 
by building this cubicle, Reid has 
already done more than many city 
officials when it comes to afford¬ 
able housing. It was the city, after 
all, that closed the Mission Rock 
shelter last year to make room for 
Pacific Bell Park’s parking lot. T 


Reid, others, disqualified 
from supervisor race 


T hree candidates were disqualified from the race for city su¬ 
pervisor due to invalid signatures, according to the online 
news source the District 6 Sentinel. Robert O’Malley and Jim 
Reid in District 6, and Alvin Li in District 3, were informed by the 
Elections Department last week that the valid signatures on their 
petitions were not enough to qualify the men as candidates. 

Reid, the former mayoral candidate recently accused of carpet¬ 
bagging by moving to District 6 to run for a seat there, is an open¬ 
ly gay man, a renter, a homeless advocate, and a carpenter by trade. 
On Monday, AugusT 14, he told the Bay Area Reporter that he 
planned to fight the Elections Department’s decision and that he 
still considers himself a candidate. 

“In my case, they disqualified me for signatures from homeless 
people who do not have permanent addresses but are on the voter 
roles,” said Reid. “I need to go to Superior Court to prove the va¬ 
lidity of these signatures, which I plan to do.” 

Assuring voters “not to worry over a technicality,” Reid said he 
plans to be back on the ballot within a week. 

“The race isn’t over until it’s over,” he said. 

A representative from the Department of Elections confirmed 
that Reid and others could follow a procedure for contesting the 
signature tally. 

“In fact,” said the DOE representative, “Jim Reid has been here 
twice today.” ▼

WARNING

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

ZERIT® (stavudine), in combination with other antiretroviral agents, is indi¬ 
cated tor the treatment of HIV-1 infection (see CLINICAL STUDIES). 

CLINICAL STUDIES 

Combination Therapy: The combination use of ZERIT is based on the results of clin¬ 
ical studies in HIV-infected patients in double- and triple-combination regimens with 
other antiretroviral agents. 

One of these studies (START 1) was a multicenter, randomized, open-label 
study comparing ZERIT (40 mg BID) plus lamivudine plus indinavir to zidovudine 
plus lamivudine plus indinavir in 202 treatment-naive patients. Both regimens 
resulted in a similar magnitude of inhibition of HIV RNA levels and increases in CD4 
cell counts through 48 weeks. 

Monotherapy: The efficacy of ZERIT was demonstrated in a randomized, double¬ 
blind study (AI455-019, conducted 1992-1994) comparing ZERIT with zidovudine 
in 822 patients with a spectrum of HIV-related symptoms. The outcome in terms 
of progression of HIV disease and death was similar for both drugs. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

ZERIT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to stavu¬ 
dine or to any of the components contained in the formulation. 

WARNINGS 

1. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and 
severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have been reported 
with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including stavu¬ 
dine and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity 
and prolonged nucleoside exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should 
be exercised when administering ZERIT to any patient with known risk factors for 
liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known 
risk factors. Treatment with ZERIT should be suspended in any patient who develops 
clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or pronounced hepato- 
toxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked 
transaminase elevations). 

2. Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, 
tingling, or pain in the hands or feet, has been reported in patients receiving ZERIT 
therapy. Peripheral neuropathy has occurred more frequently in patients with 
advanced HIV disease, a history of neuropathy, or concurrent neurotoxic drug 
therapy, including didanosine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

PRECAUTIONS 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed that an important toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Patients should be aware that-peripheral neuropathy 
is manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in hands or feet, ana that these symp¬ 
toms should be reported to their physicians. Patients should be counseled that peripheral 
neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients who have advanced HIV 
disease or a history of peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or discon¬ 
tinuation of ZERIT may be required if toxicity develops. 

Caregivers of young children receiving ZERIT therapy should be instructed 
regarding detection and reporting of peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be informed that when ZERIT is used in combination with other 
agents with similar toxicities, the incidence of adverse events may be higher than 
when ZERIT is used alone. These patients should be followed closely. 

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infection, and that 
they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with HIV infection, including 
opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised to remain under the care of a 

E ician when using ZERIT. They should be advised that ZERIT therapy has not 
shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of 
ZERIT are unknown at this time. 

Patients should be informed that the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) recommend that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn infants to reduce 
the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

Drug Interactions: Zidovudine may competitively inhibit the intracellular phos¬ 
phorylation of stavudine. Therefore, use of zidovudine in combination with ZERIT 
is not recommended. (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY ] 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: In 2-year carcino¬ 
genicity studies in mice and rats, stavudine was noncarcinogenic at doses which 
produced exposures (AUC) 39 and 168 times, respectively, human exposure at the 
recommended clinical dose. Benign and malignant liver tumors in mice and rats and 
malignant urinary bladder tumors in male rats occurred at levels of exposure 250 
(mice) and 732 (rats) times human exposure at the recommended clinical dose. 

Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli reverse mutation, or the 
CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene mutation assays, with and without 
metabolic activation. Stavudine produced positive results in the in vitro human 
lymphocyte clastogenesis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse 
micronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency of chro¬ 
mosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations of 25 to 250 pg/mL, 
without metabolic activation) and increased the frequency of transformed foci in 
mouse fibroblast cells (concentrations of 25 to 2500 pg/mL, with and without 
metabolic activation). In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clasto- 
genic in bone marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures (based on 
Cmax) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy “Category C”. Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C ma x) up to 399 and 183 times, 
respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day and have revealed no 
evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fetuses of a common skeletal variation, 
unossified or incomplete ossification of stemebra, was increased in rats at 399 times 
human exposure, while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A 
slight post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure with 
no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human exposure. An increase in early 
rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) occurred at 399 times the human expo¬ 
sure, while survival of neonates was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human 
exposure. A study in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through 
the placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half the 
concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always 
predictive of human response, stavudine should be used during pregnancy only if 
clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of preg¬ 
nant women exposed to stavudine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral 
Pregnancy R^ist^tesbrni established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients 

Nursing Mothers: Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is 
excreted in milk. Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in nursing infants. 
Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving stavudine. 
This instruction is consistent with the Centers for Disease Control recommenda¬ 
tion that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal 
transmission of HIV infection. 

Pediatric Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence 
from adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional phar¬ 
macokinetic and safety data in pediatric patients. 

Adverse events that were reported to occur in 105 pediatric patients receiving 


ZERIT (stavudine) 2 mg/kg/day for a median of 6.4 months in study ACTG 240 were 
generally similar to those reported in adults. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV-infected pediatric patients 
ranging in age from 5 weeks to 15 years and in weight from 2 to 43 kg after I.V. 
or oral administration of single doses and BID regimens (see CLINICAL PHAR¬ 
MACOLOGY, Table 1 in full prescribing information). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, which is 
usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine- 
related peripheral neuropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some 
cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients mav tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the dose (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION. If neuropathy recurs after 
resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of ZERIT should be considered. 

When ZERIT is used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine may be at increased risk for adverse 
events such as pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, and liver function abnormali¬ 
ties. (See WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS). 

Selected clinical events that occurred in adult patients receiving ZERIT in a 
controlled monotherapy trial (Study AI455-019) are provided in Table 1.

Pancreatitis was observed in three of the 412 adult patients who received ZERIT 
in a controlled monotherapy study.

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during 
post-approval use of ZERIT (stavudine). Because they are reported voluntarily 
from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These 
events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of 
reporting, causal connection to ZERIT, or a combination of these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, allergic reaction, and chills/fever. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), hepatitis and 
liver failure. 

Musculoskeletal- myalgia. 

Nervous- insomnia. 

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory abnormalities in pedi¬ 
atric patients were similar in type and frequency to those seen in adult patients. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ± SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 ± 18 mL/min. Whether 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. 

Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is as follows: 

40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

30 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 
kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater 
should receive the recommended adult dosage. 

Dosage Adjustment: Patients should be monitored for the development of 
peripheral neuropathy, which is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the feet or hands. These symptoms may be difficult to detect in young children 
(see WARNINGS). If these symptoms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy 
should be interrupted. Symptoms may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. 
In some cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the recommended dose. 

20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

15 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of 
ZERIT should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be administered to adult patients with impaired 
renal function with adjustment in dose as shown in Table 6.

Since urinary excretion is also a major route of elimination of stavudine in pedi¬ 
atric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with renal 
impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific dose 
adjustment of ZERIT in this patient population, a reduction in the dose and/or an 
increase in the interval between doses should be considered. 

Hemodialysis Patients- The recommended dose is 20 mg every 24 hours 
(>60 kg) or 15 mg every 24 hours (<60 kg), administered after the completion 
of hemodialysis and at the same time of day on non-dialysis days.

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AmFAR’s Krim gets 
Medal of Freedom

early 20 years ago, very few 
researchers even knew what 
AIDS was. Even fewer had 
the courage to speak out about it. 
Dr. Mathilde Krim was one of the 
first to grasp its terrible implica¬ 
tions,” said President Clinton. 

Krim founded one of the first 
AIDS agencies in 1983, which 
merged in 1985 to become the 
American Foundation for AIDS 
Research (amFAR). She continues 
today as the leader of that non¬ 
profit organization which sup¬ 
ports HIV/AIDS research and ed¬ 
ucation. 

The president spoke those 
words as he awarded Krim the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom at 
a White House ceremony last 
Wednesday, August 9. Among the 
14 others so honored were the 
Reverend Jesse Jackson, Holocaust 
survivor Simon Wiesenthal, and 
former Senators George McGov¬ 
ern, Daniel Patrick Moynihan, 
and the late John Chafee. 

“This great honor means very 
much to me, but I share it with the 
many people who, over the years, 
have trusted amFAR with their 
hopes and worked for or support¬ 
ed it with their energy, dedication, 
and financial contributions,” said 


Krim in a written statement. 

She mentioned the scientists, 
AIDS service providers, defenders 
of human rights, and people liv¬ 
ing with HIV in her remarks. In 
closing Krim said, “This award 
must also remind all of us of those 
we have already lost to the epi¬ 
demic, close to half a million of 
them in this country alone.” 

But the award was not without 
its controversy. In the few days be¬ 
tween the time the White House 
announced the award and when it 
was presented, AIDS advocates 
urged Krim to turn down the 
honor. 

A letter circulated by POZ 
magazine publisher Sean Strub 
and author/playwright/activist 
Larry Kramer called the Clinton 
administration’s record on AIDS 
“one of political opportunism, ex¬ 
traordinary cowardice and, re¬ 
peatedly, symbolism over sub¬ 
stance.” 

It played to Krim’s leadership 
on AIDS issues “to refuse this 
symbolism by refusing this 
award.” It argued that “most dan¬ 
gerously, it [accepting the award] 
would send a message that the 
Clinton-Gore administration’s 
record on AIDS is acceptable. 
They do not deserve the right to 
honor you.” 

Dozens of AIDS advocates and 


researchers signed the letter, many 
with the understanding that it was 
a private communication to Krim 
and that their names would not be 
made public. It was faxed to her 
over the weekend. 

“Mathilde has been such a 
courageous leader so often, that 
this was a good opportunity for 
her to do so again,” said Strub. “It 
wasn’t about her, she truly de¬ 
serves the award,” he added. “It’s 
about AIDS and people with 
AIDS. A lot of us are afraid that 
this is another example of Clin¬ 
ton’s symbolism over substance.” 

Terje Anderson, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Association 
of People With AIDS declined to 
sign the letter. “Whatever differ¬ 
ences that one may have with the 
Clinton administration, the reali¬ 
ty is, Dr. Krim deserves that 
award. It brings recognition at a 
very high level. I wasn’t going to 
suggest for a second that should 
be taken away from her.” 

ACT UP/DC issued a press re¬ 
lease recounting “the unfulfilled 
AIDS promises from Clinton, the 
man from Hope.” It included inac¬ 
tion on needle exchange programs, 
limited and ineffective prevention 
programs, and lower funding re¬ 
quests for AIDS research and ser¬ 
vices than the Republican Con¬ 
gress has approved. ▼ 


HRC’s Birch addresses 
Democrat delegates

■II he Democrats put forth a di¬ 
verse package of speakers 
ii Tuesday, August 15 at their 
national convention in Los Ange¬ 
les, including openly lesbian Eliz¬ 
abeth Birch, executive director of 
the Human Rights Campaign, the 
country’s largest gay rights orga¬ 
nization. 

Predictably, right wing conser¬ 
vatives pounced on the question 
of inclusiveness for gays and les¬ 
bians. “The Democratic Party’s 
2000 platform clearly embraces 
the core goals of the radical ho¬ 
mosexual activist agenda,” 
charged Richard Lessner, vice 
president of the right wing orga¬ 
nization American Renewal. 

He pointed to the fact that the 
August 15 program included a 
speech by Birch, “a group that ad¬ 
vocates same-sex marriage and 
agitates against such groups as the 
Boy Scouts.” He asked a question 
that gays and lesbians wanted to 
know as well: “Where does Al 
Gore stand on the agenda being 
pushed by the radical homosexu¬ 
al activists?” 

Birch’s address didn’t answer 
the question. She stood at the 
podium as “a gay American” seek¬ 
ing “simple equality - the equal 
right to work, raise a family, serve 
our country in every way and be 
free from the shackles of brutality 
and hate. ... Al Gore and Joe 
Lieberman have taken strong, 
courageous positions on behalf of 
equality.” 

HRC circulated the text of the 
speech the day before it was deliv¬ 
ered. That prompted an “open let-

ter” to Birch by Rich Tafel, execu¬ 
tive director of Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans, who issued his own chal¬ 
lenge to Birch as she had to Con¬ 
gressman Jim Kolbe when he 
spoke before the Republican con¬ 
vention. 

Tafel challenged Birch to raise 
the fact that the Clinton-Gore ad¬ 
ministration has expelled more 
gays and lesbians from the mili¬ 
tary than any other administra¬ 
tion. 

“Here’s your chance to insist 
that Al Gore reverse his support of 
DOM A [the Defense of Marriage 
Act],” he wrote. 

“As long as gay parents live in 
fear that their children might be 
taken from them, our family is not 
whole,” said Birch. But for some 
reason, she did not see the solu¬ 
tion as being found in allowing 
gays to marry. The word marriage 


did not pass her lips. “It was the 
most noticeable absence from 
Birch’s speech,” said marriage ad¬ 
vocate Andrew Sullivan. 

Tafel pointed out that Gore has 
waffled on the Supreme Court de¬ 
cision on the Boy Scouts, refusing 
to state a position. “If this is a fun¬ 
damental issue for HRC, demand 
answers from Al Gore tonight,” he 
pushed. 

But the Boy Scouts did not fit 
into Birch’s vision of family and 
equality, it too went unmen¬ 
tioned. 

HRC’s press release claimed 
that Birch was “the first leader of 
a gay organization to speak at a 
national political convention.” 
The claim was 20 years too late. 

Mel Boozer was president of 
the Gay Activists Alliance of 
Washington, D.C., when he elec¬ 
trified the 1980 Democratic Na¬ 
tional Convention in New York 
City. He was not a mere speaker 
but a nominee for vice president, 
withdrawing his name from con¬ 
sideration. 

“We come from towns and 
cities where our friends are jailed 
and beaten on the slightest pre¬ 
text,” he said. “We come from 
churches which have been burned 
to the ground because they admit 
us to worship. We come from 
families which have been torn 
apart because we have lost our 
jobs, and we have lost our good 
names which have been slandered 
by false accusation, myths, and 
lies.” 

“I know what it means to be 
called a nigger. I know what it 
means to be called a faggot,” said 
Boozer. “And I can sum up the dif¬ 
ference in one word: none.” ▼

Fund is a political action commit¬ 
tee that is throwing this reception 
today. The closely related Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Foundation pro¬ 
vides workshops in different cities. 
They bring in gay people interest¬ 
ed in running [for office], or just 
interested in politics. They set up a 
little mock campaign, they teach 
them how to campaign. How to 
fund raise, time schedules of when 
you should be doing what, how to 
get out the vote. On the last day 
they run a mock campaign be¬ 
tween two candidates. They put 
together a mock plan, and run this 
campaign. It teaches them the ba¬ 
sics of how to get out there, put 
yourself out there, and run a cam¬ 
paign. 

B.A.R.: Like boot camp? 

Drenner: Exactly, a boot camp 
for candidates. And they deal a lit¬ 
tle bit with some gay and lesbian 
issues that will come up. Like 
whether to “come out” or not. 
How to deal with the media. So 
they get molded. It was wonderful. 
Inspiring. It made a difference. As 
we were in the actual campaign in 
Georgia we would say “lets go to 
the plan, the Victory plan that was

laid out for us.” 

B.A.R.: What are you doing at the 
Democratic National Convention? 

Drenner: Actually we’re not 
going. We’re flying back to Atlanta 
tonight. We have to be at work on 
Monday morning. We came out to 




Palm Springs for the Stonewall 
Democratic Convention. That was 
exciting, just to meet so many 
other gay and lesbian elected offi¬ 
cials. Talk to people, and basically 
tell the story of what we did. How 
we won. Basically we won because 
of a few committed individuals, 
not very much money, but we 
worked very hard. We went out 
and shook hands, walked districts, 
walked our neighborhood four 
times, people didn’t care if we 
were gay or not. We learned their 
issues. That was what was impor¬ 
tant to them, quality representa¬ 
tion. Not sexual orientation. And 
so I proved myself by being out 
there. 

B.A.R.: But you had your partner 
at your side? 

Drenner: Absolutely, I walked 
every neighborhood with her 
[Suzette La Roche]. Every week¬ 
end, every evening. We were out 
there, visible. 

B.A.R.: What's next? 

Drenner: Even though I have 
no opponent in November, we 
still want to provide a strong pres¬ 
ence in the election. We’re going 
to be working hard for A1 Gore 
and Joe Lieberman. That will be 
high on the agenda. And also 
making contacts within our dis¬ 
trict. That’s where our focus is. We 
want to represent our district, and 
the issues it has. Those are educa¬ 
tion and the environment, the big 
issues we have. And rebuilding the 
infrastructure in our district. 

B.A.R.: Who will win Georgia? 

Drenner: [George W.] Bush 
has been ahead in all the recent 
polls. Rural Georgia is largely Re¬ 
publican. We’re going to be work¬ 
ing hard over the next months to 
get out the gay and lesbian vote. 
We’re going to be working hard to 
register a lot of young voters, the 
young generation gay and lesbian 
voters. I think a lot of them are 
not registered, many are compla¬ 
cent. They can’t remember how 
bad things were under Reagan- 
Bush. They’ve come out under 
Clinton-Gore. We need to remind 
them what it might be like with a , 
Republican White House. 

Col. Grethe 

Cammermeyer, retired 

B.A.R.: What will your role be at 
the convention? 

Cammermeyer: I’m a national 
delegate from the state of Wash¬ 
ington. I’m also broadcasting with 
Gaybc.com. We have 24-hour cov¬ 
erage of the event. We’re going to 
be on the floor. 

B.A.R.: How many gay and les¬ 
bian delegates are coming from 
your state? 


Cammermeyer: I believe we 
have four. But it is my under¬ 
standing that close to 200 gay and 
lesbian delegates from across the 
country will be attending the con¬ 
vention. So it’s a wonderful start. 

B.A.R.: Will Gore-Lieberman 
carry Washington? 

Cammermeyer: No doubt 
about it. The Democrats have car¬ 
ried Washington for the last three 
presidential elections. The cause is 
right, all of the issues are ones that 
are of concern to the people in 
Washington. 

B.A.R.: Is Washington more 
broadminded than outsiders would 
think? 

Cammermeyer: There certain¬ 
ly are large clusters that are very 
liberal, and very Democratic. The 
area where I was running two 
years ago [for Congress] was 
much less liberal. They had been 
under the control of the Republi¬ 
can Party for a few terms. So there 
are pockets that are more conser¬ 
vative than others. 

B.A.R.: Is the Northwest hostile 
to Native Americans? 

Cammermeyer: That is chang¬ 
ing a bit. That is mostly a regional 
problem, based on fishing rights. 
Now that the salmon have been 
declared endangered, that has 
forced the non-Native communi¬ 
ty to work more closely with the 
Native community. We’re hoping 
that will, for the first time in 20 
years, get something done, rather 
than lay blame. The Washington 
state Republican congressional 
delegation wanted the sovereign 
status of the Native Americans re¬ 
voked, and to send in the Marines, 
if necessary, to get that fishing dis¬ 
pute resolved. But that was op¬ 
posed by the rest of the Republi¬ 
can Party. 

B.A.R.: The National Republican 
Party? 

Cammermeyer: Yes, exactly. 

B.A.R.: It's a shame you lost your 
election. You're such a hero to 
our community. A superb role 
model. 

Cammermeyer: Yes, it was 45 
to 55 percent. But it taught me the 
wisdom not to run again. It’s all 
right. I’m now focusing on using 
my radio broadcast on Gaybc.com 
where I have a daily show, 
“Hangin’ Out,” that I co-host, and 
also a weekend show where we 
can have a bully pulpit and reach 
out, primarily to the gay commu¬ 
nity, talk about issues, and alert 
listeners to what we need to pay 
attention to. So it’s a very interest¬ 
ing forum. We’ve been able to get 
into areas where people feel they 
are really alone. 


Health and Human 
Services Secretary 
Donna Shalala 

B.A.R.: Why vote Democratic? 

Shalala: Our party is working 
on issues of concern to the com¬ 
munity, and by that I don’t mean 
just AIDS. It means fundamental 
health issues, access to the health 
care system, being treated fairly in 
the health care system. In my de¬ 
partment those are the kinds of is¬ 
sues we’ve worked on. All you 
have to do is look at their [Repub¬ 
lican] convention, and know that 
they have a narrow view of the 
world. We’re about fairness and 
opportunity and human rights. I 
think the community knows that 
very well. Joseph Lieberman 
knows what it’s like to be a mi¬ 
nority in this world. Not just in 
the United States. He’s enormous¬ 
ly sensitive to these issues. As A1 
and Tipper Gore are. So I think his 
inclusion on the ticket is an enor¬ 
mous boost to our party, and to all 
the communities that we repre¬ 
sent. 

B.A.R.: What can you say to your 
fellow Arab Americans about a 
prospective Jewish vice president? 

Shalala: I’ll tell you a story. I 
had lived in New York a very long 
time, and I went back to Cleve¬ 
land to see my Lebanese grand¬ 
mother. And she said to me “Do 
you ever meet any Jewish people 
in New York?” I said “Yes, I have 
many Jewish friends. They believe 
in family, just like us.” 

L.A. City Councilmember 
Jackie Goldberg 

B.A.R.: Are you a delegate to the 
convention? 

Goldberg: No, I’ll be on the 
street with the protesters, picket¬ 
ing every day. I think it is always a 
good idea to push the Democrat¬ 
ic Party away from the right wing. 
Left to its own accord, it tends to 
drift to the right. I think [Joseph] 
Lieberman is a good example of 
that. That’s a big shift to the right. 
Some of us want to push back, 
and say remember how you win, 
you win by paying attention to the 
issues of the gap between rich and 
poor, by paying attention to edu¬ 
cation, funding public education 
and opposing vouchers, you win 
by supporting a woman’s right to 
chose. You win by supporting 
everybody’s rights, including les¬ 
bians and gay men. Homosexual 
people and transgender people. 
Remember who you win by, or 
you’re going to lose. 

B.A.R.: Do you feel conflicted op¬ 
posing Lieberman, a fellow Jew? 

Goldberg: Not at all. There are 
Jews I love, and there are Jews I 
don’t love. Being Jewish has noth¬ 
ing to do with his politics. I don’t 
like his politics. 

Lynda Baines 
Johnson Robb 

B.A.R.: What would your late fa¬ 
ther, former President Lyndon 
Baines Johnson, think of today? 

Robb: I think he would be very 
excited about being back in Cali¬ 
fornia after 40 years, the last time 
we were here in 1960 he was nom¬ 
inated for vice president on JFK’s 
winning ticket. I think we have a 
winning team with Gore-Lieber¬ 
man. And, of course, we need to 
re-elect my husband, Senator 
Charles Robb, in Virginia. 

B.A.R.: Did LBJ support gay and 
lesbian rights? 

Robb: Absolutely. My father al¬ 
ways believed in equality. He 
fought hard, as you know, for civil 
rights.

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Queers, allies take part in DNC protests 
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Democratic convention opens in L.A.

O penly gay delegates and al¬ 
ternates, 212 strong, poured 
into Los Angeles for the De¬ 
mocratic National Convention, 
August 14-17. Many had come 
from a meeting of the Stonewall 
Democrats in Palm Springs. 

The Republicans had an open¬ 
ly gay congressman, Jim Kolbe, 
address their convention without 
using the “g” or the “1” words. The 
Democrats had a senator, Barbara 
Mikulski, address their conven¬ 
tion on Monday night without 
using those words either. Mikuls¬ 
ki has long been rumored to be a 
lesbian, but she has never com¬ 
mented on those rumors. 

The video of the president and 
his address to the convention was 
vintage Clinton at his charismatic 
best. It showcased his natural per¬ 
sonal strength as an extremely 
gifted public speaker. And it re¬ 
minded people that Al Gore is no 
Clinton when it comes to com¬ 
munications. 

Clinton made a pitch for hate 
crimes legislation and the Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination 
Act, just as he has in the State of 
the Union address. They were 
code words that gays and lesbians 
could clutch at without the presi¬ 
dent actually having to mention 
the people those laws would pro¬ 
tect. 

Congresswoman Loretta 
Sanchez won the hearts and 
checkbooks of the gay communi¬ 
ty by running against and defeat¬ 
ing the raging homophobe Repre¬ 


sentative Robert Dornan (R-Cali- 
fornia) in 1996, and again in 1998. 
And once in Congress, she deliv¬ 
ered on her promise of support of 
the community. 

The Gore campaign had 
scheduled a prime speaking spot 
for her at the convention. But on 
August 10, she was stricken from 
the program when she refused to 
move a fundraising event for her 
political action committee, His¬ 
panic Unity USA, from the Play¬ 
boy Mansion. Sanchez eventually 
moved the event to a new loca¬ 
tion. Her speaking slot was re¬ 
stored, but on Monday, she de¬ 


clined to accept it. 

The site was “neither appropri¬ 
ate nor reflective of our party’s 
values,” said party chairman and 
Gore loyalist Joe Andrew in a fit of 
neo-piousness. 

It is ironic that former Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter, honored at the 
convention on Monday night, had 
no problem confessing in the 
pages of Playboy that he had lust¬ 
ed in his heart. Meanwhile, Feder¬ 
al Election Commission records 
show that Gore has accepted at 
least $8,500 from Hugh Hefner 
and Playboy CEO Christie Hefn¬ 
er. ▼

! < n Tuesday, August 15, some 

1,000 queers and support¬ 
ers took to the streets of Los 
Angeles in a spirited march de¬ 
manding respect for queer health, 
queer rights, and queer lives. The 
demonstration was one of the 
many surrounding this week’s De¬ 
mocratic National Convention. 

The march was organized by 
Queers 8c Allies, a coalition of or¬ 
ganizations including Pride at 
Work, Transgender Menace of 
Southern California, San Francis¬ 
co’s Lesbian and Gay Insurrection, 
and the Ad Hoc Committee for an 
Open Process. “Silence Equals 
Death” T-shirts and stickers gave 
the march a nostalgic air, and sev¬ 
eral speakers emphasized that 
ACT UP and Queer Nation had 
pioneered the type of street ac¬ 
tivism that has seen a resurgence 
since the protests against the 
World Trade Organization in 
Seattle last November. The early 
evening demonstration began 
with a kiss-in at Pershing Park be¬ 
fore proceeding to the state and 
federal buildings. 

March organizers maintain that 
while the queer vote was critical in 
electing President Clinton and Cal¬ 
ifornia Governor Gray Davis, the 
LGBT community has little to 
show for its efforts on behalf of the 
Democrats. According to Masen 
Davis of Transgender Menace, “Re¬ 
publicans and Democrats alike 
must be held accountable for their 
actions - or lack thereof.” 

The demonstration tied to¬ 
gether a wide spectrum of issues, 
from universal health care, acces¬ 
sible HIV treatment, honest sex 
education in schools, research into 
the medical needs of transgender 
people, and harm reduction mea-

sures such as needle exchange and 
medical marijuana, to hate crimes 
legislation, adoption and custody 
rights, equal employment bene¬ 
fits, and an end to Immigration 
and Nationalization Service denial 
of status to same-sex couples. Or¬ 
ganizer Kate Raphael said that the 
protest represented a new forma¬ 
tion of queer groups from differ¬ 
ent cities united in their agree¬ 
ment that “the assimilationist, 
pro-law-and-order, pro-corporate 
gay leadership does not represent 
us or speak to our issues.” 

Throughout its duration Tues¬ 
day’s demonstration was accom¬ 
panied by scores of Los Angeles 
police and California Highway Pa¬ 
trol officers. Following a die-in at 


the end of the march, police sur¬ 
rounded the demonstrators on all 
four sides of an intersection, and 
only after a tense 20 minutes were 
the organizers able to negotiate 
with police to allow the protesters 
to depart. 

Tuesday’s march was a model 
of sexual orientation diversity. 
The protest was co-sponsored by 
Rise Up/DAN LA, the Los Angeles 
chapter of the Direct Action Net¬ 
work, which was instrumental in 
organizing the WTO protests and 
the World Bank/International 
Monetary Fund demonstrations 
in Washington, D.C., in April. Sev¬ 
eral movement leaders were 
among the marchers, including 
Ruckus Society director John Sell¬ 


ers, who was recently held on $1 
million bail following actions in 
Philadelphia surrounding the Re¬ 
publican National Convention 
earlier this month, and Green 
Party Senate candidate Medea 
Benjamin. Davis said he found 
while organizing the march that, 
“heterosexuals want to be our al¬ 
lies, and this is a great sign that 
they are connecting the issues.” 

The demonstration also 


brought out a sizable “black bloc” 
contingent, a group consisting 
mostly of young anarchists who 
have become the most feared and 
demonized protesters by the police 
and the mainstream media - and 
in some cases by other movement 
activists - since they were associ¬ 
ated with property destruction 
during last year’s Seattle actions. 
The black bloc in Tuesday’s march 
was largely queer, with several 
waving pink and black flags. San 
Francisco’s Gilbert Baker was also 
present, carrying a large eight- 
color rainbow flag similar to the 
one flying over Castro and Market. 

The Q8cA march was one of 
over 30 actions taking place this 
week, including a march on Sun¬ 
day to demand a new trial for 
Mumia Abu Jamal, the “Human 
Needs Not Corporate Greed” 
march on Monday, and the march 
against police brutality, mass in¬ 
carceration, and the death penalty 
on Wednesday. As of Tuesday 
evening, most events had been 
peaceful and few arrests had oc¬ 
curred. However, an altercation 
did take place near the Staples 
Center convention site Monday 
night during a concert featuring 
political rock band Rage Against 
the Machine. After a small num¬ 
ber of protesters threw rocks and 
bottles at officers, the police 
forcibly removed the large assem¬ 
bled crowd using batons and pep¬ 
per spray pellets, resulting in sev¬ 
eral injuries, including one person 
who was trampled by a charging 
police horse. ▼

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Survive AIDS 
adopts HIV consensus

ll* ollowing the recent Depart- 
Jp ment of Public Health dis- 
« closure that new HIV infec¬ 
tion rates were on the rise in men 
having sex with men in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Survive AIDS met last Tues¬ 
day, August 8 and invited 
DPH investigator, Dr. 

Willi McFarland, to 
present data to our 
general body mem¬ 
bership. In attendance 
was a full house of peo¬ 
ple living with AIDS and 
seasoned AIDS activists; 
people who are 
used to reading 
medical journal 
reports and hear¬ 
ing scientific data presented. 

Though the group was Very 
critical of DPH’s numbers and 
history of credibility, all agreed on 
the following consensus. We hope 
that DPH and others planning 
HIV prevention in our communi¬ 
ty will consider this statement that 
was unanimously adopted: 

1. We have heard the DPH pre¬ 
sentation on new HIV infection and 
have grilled Dr. Willi McFarland at 


length. We believe that the trend or 
rise in new infections is accurate. 

2. We see unsafe sex increasing 
in our midst. 

3. Survive AIDS feels very 
strongly that there needs to be a 
change in direction for targeted 
prevention efforts; 

Any intervention program 
aimed at HIV-positive or HIV¬ 
negative men who have sex with 
men must include members of 
those groups in planning 
and directing such ef¬ 
forts; 

Each group must 
receive its own message 
- the HIV-positive mes¬ 
sage does not work for 
those who are 
HIV-negative. 
Gay men’s health 
needs to be inte¬ 
grated with aspects other than 
HIV serostatus. “Always use con¬ 
doms” is an outdated and overly 
simplistic prevention message. 

4. Community-based organi¬ 
zations may help represent our 
community but are not the com¬ 
munity per se. 

5. The HIV Prevention Plan¬ 
ning Council is underutilized. The 
council needs to be promoted. 

6. Living with HIV and AIDS is 


not glamorous, it’s more about 
toxicities and diarrhea. HIV-nega¬ 
tive people are getting the wrong 
message from the pharmaceutical 
industry. We call for a campaign 
not unlike the anti-tobacco cam¬ 
paign to lampoon and counter 
glamorous AIDS drugs ads. 

7. Cuts in city healthcare dol¬ 
lars now by DPH are causing a cri¬ 
sis that will have to be fixed by 
later administrations. Stop fund¬ 
ing healthcare in a static mode. 
DPH credibility is low with our 
group because of previous manip¬ 
ulation of healthcare allocations. 

8. The HIV denialists’ message 
is part of the problem, they rein¬ 
force denial and unsafe sex pat¬ 
terns which the city needs to ad¬ 
dress head-on. The denialists’ 
message that lifestyle - not HIV - 
is the cause of AIDS is homopho¬ 
bic and harmful. T

that has witnessed a surge in un¬ 
protected sex and lived through a 
DPH with outdated prevention 
messages and mysterious statistical 
“leaks” to the media. The true 
dilemma facing the city’s at-risk 
populations is how to reconcile sci¬ 
entific facts that come from a 
source known for secrecy. Like the 
old adage “Don’t bite off your nose 
to spite your face,” to ignore what 
is a definitive rise in infections sim¬ 
ply out of anger towards DPH 
hurts nobody but ourselves. That is 
not to say, however, that we should 
put our futures in DPH’s hands. 

“To be satisfied with the infor¬ 
mation given to us by DPH would 
reflect a complacency on my part. 
I do believe there’s a surge, but 
they never answered where the 
900 number came from or where 
the resources are and how they 
will be applied,” Ammiano told 
the Bay Area Reporter about last 
week’s hearing. “They can’t expect 
people to accept everything blind¬ 
ly or else we get what we have 
now: a large number of people 
who won’t even listen to the facts.” 

Indeed the hearing did not re¬ 
sult in a definitive number of new 
infections. Yet science has never 
been able to do so. “Usually the 
new infection rate is somewhere 
between the highest and lowest es¬ 
timate projected by our studies,” 
Dr. Mitch Katz, director of DPH, 
told the crowd. 

The original 900 number leaked 
to the San Francisco Chronicle in late 
June and picked up by news outlets 
around the country was the highest 
possible estimate, a number derived 
from numerous studies that showed 
an increase of both the population 
and risky behavior of men who 
have sex with men (MSM). 

According to Katz, the studies 
used as “HIV indicators” have 
shown the following: an increase 
among rectal gonorrhea among 
MSM, an increase of sexually 
transmitted diseases among 
MSM, an increasing population of 


MSM with HIV/AIDS (which is 
good news for survival rates, but 
which adds to the overall risk cat¬ 
egory), a decrease in condom use 
among MSM, an increase in mul¬ 
tiple partners among MSM, and 
an increase of unprotected sex 
among serodiscordant (one nega¬ 
tive, one positive) male couples. 

These studies are analyzed by 
experts - whom Katz assured were 
as diverse as the city’s population 
itself - and rough numbers are de¬ 
rived from the raw data. The ex¬ 
perts’ conclusion, according to Dr. 
Tom Coates of the University of 
California, San Francisco, is that 
somewhere between 1.6 percent 
and 4.5 percent of the population 
will seroconvert. 

That the science is not an exact 
science caused some at the hear¬ 
ing to turn a deaf ear, but the fact 
that increased risk activity is on 
the rise should be enough cause 
for alarm, according to Katz. 

“Now is not the time to say, 
‘Let’s wait and see what happens,”’ 
said Katz. 

DPH’s prevention messages are 
outdated, admitted Katz, who sug¬ 
gested a new condom code for 
HIV-positive tops and HIV-nega¬ 
tive bottoms instead of the old 
standby, “a condom every time.” 

“Everything else the same, if a 
condom is used just in these in¬ 
stances, we could cut the HIV infec¬ 
tion rate by 95 percent,” said Katz. 


Whether this new prevention 
code will work for sexually active 
gay men is up for debate (see story, 
page 13). But other factors must 
also be addressed when facing 
prevention, according to Coates. 

“Not a nickel of our funding 
goes into drug recovery, when we 
know that drug use increases risky 
behavior,” said Coates. “Not a nick¬ 
el goes into mental health, when we 
know that self esteem plays a part 
in the choice to protect one’s self.” 

Yet where the money will come 
from to address these needs re¬ 
mained unanswered. Some con¬ 
crete ideas came from the hearing, 
such as Supervisor Mark Leno’s 
plan to attack advertisements that 
glamorize HIV infection. 

“Today we are bombarded with 
treatment ads that show healthy, 
muscle-bound men climbing 
mountain tops ... the subliminal 
message is, ‘Become positive, and 
this could be you,”’ said Leno. 

For Ammiano, the hearing 
provided a chance for the gay 
community to air its concerns 
about DPH statements, particu¬ 
larly where the mainstream media 
was involved. 

“We’re all victimized, no mat¬ 
ter what side you’re on,” Ammiano 
told the B.A.R. “There is still the 
below-the-radar homophobia 
that we see in headlines and sto¬ 
ries that imply that because we’re 
gay we deserve it.” ▼ 
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Anal cancer - painful 
and preventable

f ap, zap, zap. With each flash 
of the laser a tiny puff of 
MV smoke appeared and anoth¬ 
er section of pink flesh turned a 
charred black. The audience of 
physicians visibly flinched at each 
pulse, adding its own soundtrack 
of discomfort to the silent video. 
They were watching the destruc¬ 
tion of cancerous lesions inside a 
gay man’s rectum. 

“I think you can understand 
why patients complain about the 
pain,” Dr. Joel Palefsky, told mem¬ 
bers of the Fourth International 
Conference on AIDS Malignan¬ 
cies, held on the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health campus. The Uni¬ 
versity of California at San Fran¬ 
cisco researcher is a leader in the 
field of anal cancer, particularly 
among gay men. 

Palefsky’s primary message was 
not about pain, but about how to 
avoid that pain. He said that anal 
cancer, like cervical cancer in 
women, “is potentially complete¬ 
ly preventable” through a pro¬ 
gram of regular screening and ap¬ 
propriate action to remove pre- 
cancerous tissue. 


What’s your risk? 

The incidence of anal cancer in 
the U.S. is only 0.9/100,000. But 
among men who have sex with 
men that number soared to 
35/100,000 in data gathered prior 
to the advent of HIV. And the rate 
doubles again for those who are 
HIV-positive, which is “roughly 10 
times higher than the current rate 
of cervical cancer,” said Palefsky. 
Anal cancer was a primary factor 
in the deaths of AIDS activists 
Kiyoshi Kuromiya and Stephen 
Gendin earlier this year. 

Human papilloma virus 
(HPV) is the culprit. It is a family 
of viruses with more than 50 vari¬ 
ations that cause everything from 
common warts to cancers. The 
same subtypes cause cervical and 
anal cancers. A condom offers 
only limited protection because 
the genital forms of HPV require 
only skin to skin contact, not pen¬ 
etration or ejaculation. 

Most researchers believe that 
HPV infection is acquired soon 
after becoming sexually active and 
is initially suppressed by the im¬ 
mune system. As control of the 
virus wanes, low-grade lesions de¬ 
velop and progress to high grade 
ones. “We suspect it takes years” to 
progress from low to high-grade 
lesions, Palefsky said. 

Pap smears have become a rou¬ 
tine part of screening for vaginal 
and cervical cancer in women. As 
a result, the incidence of that can¬ 
cer in the U.S. has dropped from 
40-50 per 100,000 women to 8-10 
per 100,000. Palefsky is urging 
clinicians and patients to adapt 
that model to screen for anal can¬ 
cer in those who are at high risk. 
That means gay men and mem¬ 
bers of both sexes who are HIV¬ 
positive. 

HAART therapy for HIV and a 
reconstituted immune system re¬ 
duces the likelihood of a PWA de¬ 
veloping Kaposi’s sarcoma. But 
initial data from an ongoing study 
of 800 gay men with HIV at UCSF 
“strongly suggests” that they do 
not have a significant effect on the 
course of development of anal 
cancer. 

“The one little glimmer of 
hope” is that patients with the 


highest CD4+ counts when they 
begin HAART are the least likely 
to progress, said Palefsky. “This 
data suggests that this [anal can¬ 
cer] is going to become more of a 
clinical problem, not less.” 

Taking the test 

Testing for the presence of 
HPV in the anal canal is not an ef¬ 
fective screening procedure. A 
sample of 600 gay men found that 
virtually all of them had been ex¬ 
posed to the virus, though only a 
small percent would develop le¬ 
sions. 

Palefsky lamented the fact that 
“basically nobody” is doing rou¬ 
tine anal cytology screening, biop¬ 
sies, and treatment. He told the 
physicians it is “one of the world’s 
easiest screenings” you can do. 
“The key is that the swabs have to 
be dacron, not cotton, because 
dacron is much better at giving up 
the cells in the liquid solution for 
the slides. 

Palefsky said it is essential to 
use vinegar “to allow for the more 
subtle lesions to show up.” He uses 
a stick wrapped in gauze and 
soaked in 3 percent vinegar solu¬ 


tion. He inserts it through the 
anoscope, then withdraws the 
tube to let the gauze have contact 
with anal mucosa for about a 
minute, before withdrawing the 
swab and reinserting the 
anoscope. 

The same criteria used to eval¬ 
uate cervical lesions are used to 
evaluate anal lesions. He urged a 
detailed examination because 
“micro-invasive cancers” often are 
found at the base of warts. 

Palefsky said that anal screen¬ 
ing is a cost-effective medical pro¬ 
cedure for gay men and people 
who are HIV-positive. Currently, 
most lesions are not detected until 
they are advanced beyond the 
ability to treat in the office. They 
require the services of a colorectal 
surgeon using either cold scalpel 
incision or the zap, zap, zapping of 
laser ablation. The patient should 
expect to be laid up for two to 
three weeks after the procedure. 

But early detection allows for 
easier, less painful, and more com¬ 
plete measures that can be per¬ 
formed in a doctor’s office. It also 
catches the cancer before it can 
spread. T

Watching the televised version 
of the Swimming Trials alternated 
between a trio of athletes “over¬ 
coming _(insert illness, 

family death, or heart-rending 
problem here),” and “the (A: in¬ 
credibly young, B: mature) athlete 
stands to become the next great 
champion.” 

Of course, they already saw the 
heats, so we’re not watching any 
third-place finishers’ touching life 
stories. I think bronze medalists 
have much more depth.

auction search engine where collectibles are con¬ 
cerned — but their Eames awareness is revealing 
on a deeper level. The classic modernist forms and 
ideas that the lovable designer couple brought to. 
the public are still relevant for a number of ap¬ 
pealingly formal, social and cultural reasons, all of 
which are in evidence in the boisterous, highly de¬ 
signed traveling exhibition of their work that’s cur¬ 
rently at the Los Angeles County Museum of Art, 
its final venue. (The show was organized by the Li¬ 
brary of Congress and the Vitra Design Museum.) 

And since the Eameses trafficked in a particu¬ 
larly sunny, Southern California brand of postwar 
modernism, LA is the perfect place to see their 
work. The existence of their famed home, with its 
Mondrian-like modular facade, in Santa Monica 
Canyon, and their office in nearby Venice — both 
of which are mentioned frequently in the show — 
make you feel like you’re getting the info at the 
source. 

Open to influence 

A key to the Eameses’ appeal, besides their ubiq¬ 
uitous but always appealing molded plywood 
chairs, is that they worked within an aura of ex¬ 
pansive open-mindedness. Though their work 
maintained an elegance, it never seems forced or 
constrained by clean modernist tenets. Their am¬ 
bitious vision was modular, multicultural, multi¬

he enduring cultural relevance of 20th-cen¬ 
tury design mavens Charles and Ray Eames 
is easily, almost scientifically proved. Just try 
this simple experiment — search for the word 
“Eames” on eBay and see what turns up. Last 
week, this query returned a list of 1,054 items, but 
a mere fraction of them were the genuine article. 
For every authentic molded plywood leg splint 
or mint-condition curvy plastic “La Chaise” 
lounger, there are dozens of items tagged with 
the term “Eames-era.” Their name-brand iden¬ 
tifies anything, and I do mean anything, that’s 
vaguely modern, modernist, or what’s com¬ 
monly become known as mid-century. 

On that recent web search, the phrase ap¬ 
plied to an “Old Electric Mirror Disco Ball,” a 
“HOT [sic] Orange Pineapple Juice Pitcher,” a 
“Space Age Mod Red Mushroom Lamp” (an 
object I remember my parents buying new at 
a discount store in the early 1970s), and a 
loose pastel drawing of beach umbrellas. (A 
listing for an “Eames LTR*Black Top” even 
lent the designers an unexpected connection 
to queer personal ad lingo.) 

You might say the on-line sellers of these 
diverse vintage objects are simply E-market 
savvy — they know their way around an

42nd Street Moon's US premiere

' 1 here are some musicals that 

, are so quaintly British that 
8 they become treasures of 
discovery for Americans who 
stumble upon them. I had this ex¬ 
perience in the early ’80s when a 
clerk in a London record store 
mentioned an unheralded musical 
titled Me and My Girl. Of course, 
the privacy of that discovery was 
to be short-lived. But those who 
found their way to The Good 
Companions in the summer of 
1974 have been able to preserve 
their memories without eventual¬ 
ly sharing them with a bandwagon 
of latecomers. 

After an abbreviated run, 
blamed in part on a spate of IRA 
bombings, The Good Companions 
folded its modest tent and disap¬ 
peared from the scene. But a cast 
album and a bright marquee of 
creative talents kept the musical’s 
name alive, at least for dedicated 
musical-theater fans. Befitting its 
role as a champion of such musi¬ 
cals, 42nd Street Moon is provid¬ 
ing the American debut of The 
Good Companions. 

Seeing this musical charming¬ 
ly unfold at the Eureka Theatre, it 
isn’t hard to conjure that Ameri- 
can-in-London craving for a slice 
of genuine kidney-pie theater. But 
while the source material for the 
musical is distinctly English — a 
novel by J.B. Priestley — only one 
of its adapters pledges allegiance 
to the throne. Lyricist Johnny 
Mercer, of course, helped write the 
Great American Songbook. Com¬ 
poser Andre Previn was born in 
Berlin, but found himself in Los 
Angeles. Only librettist Ronald 
Harwood, who would go on to 
write the hit play The Dresser, was 
born in the UK. 

Even so, the musical is con¬ 
vincingly rooted in the bygone 
world of the small-time vaudevil- 
lians who endlessly toured the 
British provinces. There are also 
ample doses of whimsy in the 
world of The Good Companions, 
but they are purveyed without the 
high-pressure pretensions that 
could make them cloying. 

In addition to Previn, Mercer, 
and Harwood, the original pro¬ 
duction’s reputation is fueled by 
the names of its principal players. 
Judi Dench and John Mills headed 
the cast as two lost souls who find 
salvation as members of a woebe¬ 
gone musical troupe. The ingenue 
roles featured Marti Webb (soon 
to be an Andrew Lloyd Webber fa¬ 
vorite) and Christopher Gable 
(Twiggy’s partner in The 
Boyfriend). 

Genial therapy 

One of the things that distin-

guishes director Greg MacKellan’s 
genially polished production is 
the genuine sense of camaraderie 
— which just happens to be the 
title of the opening song — that 
pervades the players. It’s a warmth 
that pulls the audience into what 
is generally a low-stake story. 

A number of 42nd Street regu¬ 
lars help provide this conviviality, 
but a talented Bay Area newcomer 
brings welcome freshness to the 
role that Judy Dench created. Ali¬ 
son Aylers, who landed here after 
13 years as a cruise-ship enter¬ 
tainer, plays Elizabeth Trant, a sin¬ 
gle woman with a modest legacy 
that she invests in the Dinky- 
Doos, as the vagabond players un¬ 
fortunately call themselves. Aylers 
brings grace, a natural charm, and 
a solid voice to this role of a lost 
woman just finding her self. 

It is 42nd Street Moon veteran 
Don Cima who sweetly plays the 
John Mills role as a henpecked 
husband driven from his house 
and into the arms of the Dinky- 
Doos. A newly goateed Bill Fahrn- 
er, often seen in character roles at 
42nd Street Moon, shows leading- 
man strengths as a budding song¬ 
writer. 

Marsha Lanzo, as the troupe’s 
rising star, is a savvy entertainer 


who projects the eager-to-please 
desperation of a lifelong per¬ 
former. Stephen Pawley provides 
his familiar saucer-eyed antics as 
a member of the Dinky-Doos, 
while fresh-faced Mark Farrell 
brings some new energies as an¬ 
other Dinky-Dooer. Sean Sharp is 
delightful as a banjo player who 
carries himself like theatrical roy¬ 
alty, and Jackson Davis plays mul¬ 
tiple and disparate characters with 
a steady droll skill. 

Choreographer Jayne Zaban 
manages a lively series of steps 
that the company can handle with 
dexterity. Onstage pianist and 
musical director Dave Dobrusky 
sports a hang-dog expression that 
finds its place in a cameo role as a 
cornered juvenile delinquent. 

The Good Companions pro¬ 
vides good companionship during 
its stroll down a mostly imagined 
memory lane. Just think of that 
square outside the theater as 
Leicester rather Jackson, and you 
may find yourself ordering trifle at 
th? Starbucks down the street. ▼

‘Die Walkiire’ in 
Seattle: Supersize it!

IP he best performance of 
V Richard Wagner’s Die 
1 Walkiire I ever heard, even 
though the sets and costumes 
were hideous and the conducting 
pedestrian, was at the Metropoli¬ 
tan Opera in 1965. The Siegmund 
and Sieglinde (Jon Vickers and 
Leonie Rysanek) were over-uphol¬ 
stered and middle-aged, and they 
never even touched in the first act. 
I had to wring my underwear out 
afterwards. 

I thought about that perfor¬ 
mance — in which passion and 
commitment simply erased visual 
considerations, as they should in 
opera — during Seattle Opera’s 
new Walkiire last week. (The first 
two Ring of the Nibelung operas — 
Das Rheingold and Die Walkiire — 
were premiered in a new produc¬ 
tion that bows as a full Wagnerian 
cycle next summer.) These days, 
impresarios are trapped between 
casting for voice or casting for 
looks; everybody seems to have 
forgotten to cast for character, i.e. 
believable stage charisma, which is 
what Rysanek and Vickers — and 
the Briinnhilde in that Met 
Walkiire, Birgit Nilsson — had in 
spades. 

Only two of Seattle Opera’s 
cast managed to display that kind 
of incandescence, and unfortu¬ 
nately, neither was the singer for 
whom this Ring is being mounted, 
Jane Eaglen. The British soprano, 
who now makes her home in Seat¬ 
tle, is considered by international 
jury to be the best Wagnerian so¬ 
prano since Nilsson, an opinion I 
do not share. I’ve heard her 
Briinnhilde four times, first at 
Opera Pacific in 1994 and last in 
San Francisco Opera’s 1999 Ring, 
and I’ve come to the conclusion 
that if there is a message there, I’m 
not getting it. 

Eaglen’s soprano is medium¬ 
sized and penetrating, though the 
top tends to thin out. She has sta¬ 
mina, and her reading of the text 
is generally musical. So far, so 
good. Yet Eaglen is also a large, 
placid woman with an inexpres¬ 
sive face and awkward body lan¬ 
guage. She has virtually no stage 
presence and doesn’t even try to 
act most of the time, though an 
occasional impatient gesture or 
facial tic lets you know that she 
understands what she is singing. 

Clone casting? 

This makes Seattle Opera di¬ 
rector Speight Jenkins’ pre-pro¬ 
duction interviews, in which he 
assured us that. Eaglen would 
move around and act since the 
Ring cycle was being mounted 
specifically for her, all the more 
mystifying. Not only was her 
Briinnhilde not one bit different 
from other performances of hers I 
had sqen, but these first two in¬ 
stallments of the Ring, for want of 
a better term, were mostly cast 
with “Eaglen-clones,” overweight, 
graceless and so uncompelling 
that, by the time Eaglen showed 
up in Act II of Walkiire, she was 
no longer a singular presence, but 
just one more lumpy, uncharis- 
matic opera singer playing in the 
bourgeois soap opera that Seattle 
has made of Wagner’s mythical 
masterpiece. 

Eaglen’s physical inadequacies 
were not erased by any magic from 
stage director Stephen Wadsworth, 
as his fans had hoped, but more or 


less buried in the stultifying ordi¬ 
nariness of the rest of the cast. If 
this was intentional, it was an 
amazing feat of prestidigitation; if 
not, Wagner was diminished for no 
good reason. In Thomas Lynch’s 
heavy, photorealistic sets (mostly 
trees, with a rocky promontory for 
Walkiires last act, all gorgeously lit 
by Peter Kaczorowski) and wearing 
Martin Pakledinaz’s hippie camou¬ 
flage (topped by greasy, braided 
hairdos borrowed from the nearest 
Deadhead encampment), the casts 
put on a grimly low-key show, run¬ 
ning the gamut of emotions from 
A to B. 

Even conductor Armin Jordan, 
while refreshingly ensuring rhyth¬ 
mic accuracy in orchestra and 
singers, did not provide much 
majesty, mystery or passion in his 
reading. Was the low energy level 
of both nights attributable to Jor¬ 
dan, Wadsworth, or everybody 
“dumbing down” so as not to dim 
the putative star’s already wan 
wattage? (I must report that I was 
in the minority; the audience at 
both performances shouted, 
screeched and gave standing Os to 
everybody but the theater cat; of 
course, they also applauded all the 
way through Das Rheingold, 
which suggests that, despite their 
enthusiasm, they didn’t know 
Briinnhilde from Boeing.) 

Welshman Phillip Joll, even at 
six-foot-four and close to 300 
pounds, was nearly invisible; he 
has zero personality and a wobble 
besides, though he was still supe¬ 
rior to Seattle’s last two Wotans. 
Siegmund and Sieglinde (Mark 
Baker and Margaret Jane Wray) 
struck a blow for the “Even Super¬ 
sized People Deserve Love” club, 
but unlike Rysanek and Vickers, 
they did not wet your underwear, 
even when rolling around in the 
usual unseemly manner. And she 
does not have the top voice for “O 
hehrstes Wunder,” Sieglinde’s 
most ecstatic moment. 

Wide load 

Thomas Harper (Mime) can 


sing, but he was the widest dwarf 
I’ve ever seen. (Someone asked me 
if he was wearing a “fat suit.” I 
don’t have any idea, but in this 
bizarre production, I wouldn’t be 
surprised.) Yet there were two 
singers who proved my con¬ 
tention that being large doesn’t 
preclude being exciting. Stephen 
Milling (Fasolt, Hunding) was the 
most tender Fasolt I’ve ever heard. 
He’s the rough giant who yearns 
for Freia (Marie Plette) to warm 
his hearth, and he was quite 
heartbroken when his evil brother 
Fafner (Harry Peeters) opted for 
gold instead. 

Even better was Stephanie 
Blythe’s Fricka. Yes, she’s large, 
but pretty, animated and graceful. 
She also has a sensational voice, 
rich and sympathetic. At both 
ends of the two operas, the 
Rheintochter (in flying harnesses; 
very amusing, though they 
whooped too much) and the 
Valkyries (several promising les¬ 
bian relationships here) sang well, 
were shapely and moved with 
fluid ease. Froh (Thomas Stude- 
baker) and Donner (James 
Courtney) were non-entities; 
Loge (Peter Kazaras) and Alberich 
(Richard Paul Fink) were interest¬ 
ing without erasing previous 
memories. Wadsworth’s one stag¬ 
ing coup involved Nancy Maults- 
by’s Erda, who virtually crawled 
into Wotan’s lap to deliver her 
warning; there was no doubt what 
was going to happen after Das 
Rheingold. 

Yet all I could think of at the 
end of the relentlessly dreary 
Walkiire — even Seattle’s patent¬ 
ed burst of propane seemed feeble 
— was what are they going to do 
next summer in the final scene of 
Siegfried, when the music finally 
rises out of the depths and those 
radiant strings pour Wagner’s glo¬ 
rious light on the recumbent 
Briinnhilde (stored in this pro¬ 
duction like a piece of carry-on 
luggage) and a tenor we have yet 
to meet? The mind boggles; the 
senses reel. ▼

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show is how the furniture is the 
least interesting part. It’s so com¬ 
mon to see Eames pieces, or those 
influenced by Eames, in hipster 
homes, sleek furniture show¬ 
rooms or Wallpaper magazine that 
the museum context is redundant. 

What we don’t often see are 
their films, which are well show¬ 
cased here. These particularly 
relay how Charles and Ray tapped 
into film aesthetics and structures. 
Their 1952 “Blacktop: A Story of 
the Washing of a School Play 
Yard,” a black-and-white abstrac¬ 
tion of soapy water on asphalt, is 
projected on the floor at the start 
of the show, revealing an arty 
avant garde streak. A good por¬ 
tion of the show is devoted to 
their much more complex visual¬ 
ization of scientific and mathe¬ 
matical principles called “Powers 
of Ten.” That film, which was 
completed in 1977 with the subti¬ 
tle “A Film Dealing with the Rela¬ 
tive Size of Things in the Universe 


and the Effect of Adding Another 
Zero,” is documented with pro¬ 
duction materials and storyboards 
which reveal the complex system¬ 
atic method in which they used a 
visual tool to explain a complicat¬ 
ed concept. 

It also makes it clear that the 
Eameses worked in multimedia 
long before the term, or the Inter¬ 
net, existed. I recently spoke to a 
successful computer animator 
who admits (though not to his 
bosses) that all he does all day is 
translate Eames ideas to digital 
media. And when he gets paid, he 
often looks for a good deal on one 
of their chairs on eBay. They’re 
everywhere. ▼

disciplinary and populist at heart. 
They believed in making afford¬ 
able, well-designed objects — a 
philosophy that currently drives 
mega-retailers Ikea and Target — 
and looked to various cultures for 
inspiration (as theirs is a concen¬ 
tration on form and function, re¬ 
gardless of origin). They also 
aimed to communicate complex 
ideas to a broad public, and 
worked with whatever mediums 
would serve those ends best. 

The latter idea means they de¬ 
signed furniture, interiors, exhibi¬ 
tions, films, photography, audio¬ 
visual presentations, fabrics, 
graphics and various objects. You 
could also add that they were as¬ 
tute public relations experts, as 
they managed to achieve quite a 
degree of fame, even representing 
the US in international Expos in 
such dicey spots as Cold War-era 
Moscow — and always managed 
to seem a cute, amiable married 
American couple. There’s Ray 
smiling in her bell-shaped dress, 
and kindly Charles in his comfy 
gray suit. (There is not, however, 
the slightest reference to that nasty 
rumor that Ray did most of the 
work while Charles took most of 
the credit.) 

The exhibition, designed by 
the noted firm Hodgetts+Fung 
Design Associates, itself covers all 
that ground, being a compact, car¬ 
nival-like affair. It’s filled with ob¬ 
jects, images, artifacts and bio¬ 
graphical ephemera. The show’s 
design is as free-ranging as its sub¬ 
ject, including aspects of furniture 
showroom, historic home (there’s 
a recreation of their office here, 
one of the few elements that has¬ 
n’t aged so well), screening room, 
industrial arts display, science mu¬ 
seum and archive. It’s a fun im¬ 
mersion in the Eames world view 
— complete with energizing 
sounds emanating from films, 
videotapes and a giant washing 
machine-like contraption that 
tumbles a molded plywood chair 
to demonstrate its durability. 

You can poke through Plexi¬ 
glass-covered drawers to see the 
kinds of quirky, World Beat objet 
the Eames (well, Ray was a con¬ 
firmed pack rat) collected — folk 
dolls, graphics supplies, dreidels, 
paper clips, Band Aids, you name 
it. The range of items in those 
drawers, which show few preju¬ 


dices, does much to humanize the 
legendary designers, as you’re cer¬ 
tain to have some of that stuff 
yourself. 

Pleasure principle 

The idea of graciousness per¬ 
vades. It’s not surprising, then, to 
learn that one of Charles’ mottoes 
was, “We have to take pleasure seri¬ 
ously.” The sentiment has a univer¬ 
sal appeal (though it does seem to 
have particular significance in the 
gay community, where lifestyle re¬ 
ally reigns supreme), and pleasure, 
as an adjunct of beauty, has come 
to be a hot topic in art and design 
circles these days. Still, there’s 
something a bit disconcerting 
about reading an earnest letter 
from Charles to a major American 
car maker complaining that, they 
can’t find the simple, elegant vehi¬ 
cle they’re looking for — it’s one of 
the few moments of design diva- 
dom that you’ll encounter here. 

What’s surprising about the

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Polishing the candelabra 

Liberace biographer Darden Asbury Pyron puts icon in cultural context

|j| jj obody in their right mind 
^ | ^ would ever claim that Lib- 
R H erace was a gay role model. 
After all, the famous entertainer 
spent most of his life relentlessly 
denying his extremely obvious ho¬ 
mosexuality and, as he lay dying 
in 1987, he steadfastly refused to 
publicly acknowledge that he had 
AIDS. As writer Darden Asbury 
Pyron makes clear in his new bi¬ 
ography, however, Liberace may 
not have been a role model, but he 
definitely was, and remains still, a ■ 
major gay icon. 

“I didn’t intend the book 
chiefly for a gay audience, but I 
would like for gay men to read it,” 
says Pyron, who is himself openly 
gay. “I wrote it chiefly for a 
straight audience that I assumed 
still doesn’t know anything about 
what it’s like to be gay. I think 
there’s a real cultural divide. When

I’ve talked to straight friends, I’ve 
heard things like, ‘I’m liberal and 
I’m from New York, but what do 
gay guys do?’ So even among lib¬ 
erals, there’s this kind of blankness 
there about what really goes on, 
both sexually as well as in terms of 
gay culture.” 

A number of books and two 
TV movies have come out since 
Liberace’s death 13 years ago, and 
yet another movie script is report¬ 
edly floating around Hollywood, 
with talk of Johnny Depp or Tom 
Cruise playing the lead. Pyron’s 
biography, however, is the first 
scholarly look at the performer. 

“I think I’m the first guy to 
look at Liberace really seriously,” 
says Pyron, 58. A history professor 
at Florida International Universi¬ 
ty in Miami, Pyron’s previous 
books include Southern Daughter: 
The Life of Margaret Mitchell, 
which is considered the definitive 
biography of the Gone With the 
Wind author. 


In the almost 500 pages of Lib¬ 
erace: An American Boy (Universi¬ 
ty of Chicago Press, $27.50), 
Pyron makes a compelling case 
that behind his flashy facade, Lib¬ 
erace was actually a classic rags- 
to-riches American success story. 
Born Wladziu Valentino Liberace 
on May 16, 1919 in West Allis, 
Wisconsin, he grew up the son of 
poor Polish-Italian immigrants. 
Intensely ambitious, he possessed 
a core of conservative Midwestern 
values and always saw himself first 
as “the good son” - fiercely devot¬ 
ed to his beloved mother Frances, 
who died in 1981 at the age of 87. 

Theatre of the absurd 

With his hit TV variety show in 
the ’50s (it got higher ratings than 
I Love Lucy) and his still-unbro¬ 
ken concert attendance records, 
Liberace was one of the most pop¬ 
ular entertainers of the 20th cen¬ 
tury. Aggressively and often indis¬ 
creetly homosexual in his private 
life, he reached superstardom long 
before the gay liberation move¬ 
ment and thus chose to live a huge 
(and absurd) lie when it came to 
his public image. Most notably, his 
unwavering public denials came 
in court, when he successfully 
sued several tabloid publications 
for slander. 

Pyron reveals the complexities 
of Liberace’s public persona, how¬ 
ever, pointing out that by the mid- 
1970s, he was introducing the 
young man who chauffeured him 
onto the stage in various over-the- 
top custom-designed Rolls- 
Royces as “my companion.” Be¬ 
coming a campy caricature of 
himself, Liberace began making 
tongue-in-cheek references to his 
sexuality, and in one interview 
said, “With a name like Liberace, 
which stands for freedom, any¬ 
thing that has the letters L-I-B in it 
I’m for, and that includes gay lib.” 

Making sense of Liberace’s life, 
says Pyron, was not easy. 

“My own theory about gayness 
is that it’s natural,” he says. “This 
is the way we’re born, and by the 
time we’re six or so, we’re already 
who we are... Things will always 


be just a little off in most of our 
lives, and that allows or encour¬ 
ages all kinds of peculiarities in 
our lives as gay men. Some of us 
make a commitment to an ab¬ 
solutely out gay life, but I think 
that’s pretty difficult for most peo¬ 
ple. Different people reach all 
kinds of resolutions to it, and in 
some ways being out is a real 
American way of doing things. 
Europeans, for example, are less 
politically out like this.” 

Drive my car 

According to Pyron’s book, 
Liberace had three longterm rela¬ 
tionships during his life, all similar 
in that they involved much 
younger men whom he would se¬ 
duce into his life, putting each of 


them in his act as his onstage 
chauffeur. The best-known of the 
three was Scott Thorson, who un¬ 
derwent plastic surgery to make 
himself look like Liberace, went 
public with a palimony suit after 
Liberace became fed up with his 
drug habit and dumped him, and 
later wrote a tell-all book. 

Pyron says he tried in vain to 
contact these three men for his 
book. 

“It was yery difficult to find 
anybody to talk at all,” he says. 
“One of the three, Cary James, is 
dead. According to the Globe or 
the Enquirer, Liberace had infect¬ 


ed him with the plague, and he 
died about five years ago. Scott 
Thorson is still alive — a reporter 
from the Milwaukee Journal-Sen¬ 
tinel just told me that they had 
been able to track him down. He 
was [allegedly] a cokehead, and 
after Liberace died, he wound up 
being charged with armed rob¬ 
bery. I have no idea what hap¬ 
pened to the third, Vince Cardell.” 

Because Liberace was so closet¬ 
ed and surrounded himself with 
an obedient staff that would pro¬ 
tect his image even after his death, 
Pyron says every bit of the evi¬ 
dence about Liberace’s homosex¬ 
uality is hearsay. 

“Scott Thorson wrote in his 
book that Liberace did not like to 
talk about his old lovers, his old 


tricks or pretty much anything 
about his past,” he says. “But 
Thorson did say that Liberace told 
him about his first homosexual 
experience, which he insisted was 
a linebacker for the Green Bay 
Packers.” 

Pyron also gives significant at¬ 
tention in the book to Liberace’s 
brief affair with Rock Hudson 
around 1952, long before Hudson 
became a matinee idol. This in¬ 
formation was brought to light 
the day after Liberace’s death, 
when gay writer Boze Hadleigh 
made public excerpts of an inter¬ 
view he had done with Hudson 
years before. 

Asked about his own sexuality, 
Pyron says, “I make no bones, as it 
were, about being a gay man, but I 
don’t really wear it on my sleeve 
either.” 

A native of South Carolina, 
Pyron went to graduate school at 
the University of Virginia before 
joining the staff of Florida Inter¬ 
national University when it was 
founded 30 years ago. He was 
married and has three grown chil¬ 
dren, but says he has long lived a 
gay life and has been with his cur¬ 
rent partner for about a year. 

Besides the Margaret Mitchell 
biography, his credits include the 
1983 book Recasting: ‘Gone With 
The Wind’ in American Culture. It 
might seem odd to some that a 
history professor (his expertise is 
in the American South and the 
Civil War) has published three en¬ 
tertainment-related books, but 
Pyron sees his work in a broader 
context. 

“What I’ve wanted to do in all 
my books is challenge conven¬ 
tional wisdom,” he says. “The con¬ 
ventional wisdom is that Gone 
With the Wind, Margaret Mitchell 
and Liberace are beneath serious 
inquiry. The larger issue behind 
my books is the nature of Ameri¬ 
can culture, why do we behave the 
way we do, how are we different 
from other people, and what 
makes us tick.” T 
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A campy caricature of himself,

political criminals, declared and 
otherwise, from both sides of the 
struggle. Unlike the savage met¬ 
ing out of “justice” by the white 
Afrikaaner minority, the black 
majority would do this in an or¬ 
derly and humane way: appli¬ 
cants had to confess their crimes 
at a public tribunal and, where 
possible, face the relatives of 
their victims. If they did this, and 
their crimes were affirmed as po¬ 
litical (done in the context of 
apartheid), they could be eligible 
for amnesty. 

Bay Area filmmakers Frances 
Reid and Deborah Hoffmann got 
extraordinary access to these tri¬ 
bunals and their participants for 
Long Night’s Journey Into Day, 
opening Friday at the Lumiere 
Theatre. Mingling news footage, 
interviews, and scenes from the 
“trials,” this documentary — a 
favorite at Sundance this year — 
is both panoramic, presenting 
the deadly details of daily life 
under apartheid, and specific, fo¬ 
cusing on four cases drawn from 
the vast number undertaken by 
the TRC. (A closing credit says 
the commission had already 
dealt with 7,000 perpetrators and 
22,000 victims.) The film bril¬ 
liantly renders the drama as a 
modern Greek tragedy, complete 
with dramatic encounters be¬ 
tween enemies, an audience that 
acts as a Greek chorus, and, in 
the more successful cases, cathar¬ 
sis and perhaps closure. 

Mob scene 

The first case is the one most 
familiar to Americans: the 1993 
death of white Stanford student 
and activist Amy Biehl at the 
hands of a black mob. Biehl’s 
parents attend the amnesty hear¬ 
ing for the four men serving time 
for killing her, and surprise 
everyone by not only supporting 
their case but meeting with their 
relatives. Some of the film’s most 
evocative moments occur during 
this emotion-laden meeting, 
when the Biehls embrace, and 
even comfort, the mother of 
their daughter’s killer. The 
specter of historical forces caus¬ 
ing decent people to surrender 
their morality is everpresent in 
this narrative: “If we had been 
living reasonably,” one of the 
perpetrators says, “we would not 
have killed her.” 

In the second sequence, Eric 
Taylor, a white policeman, de¬ 
cides to confess his part in the 
notorious 1985 massacre of the 
“Cradock 4.” It would be easy to 
dismiss him as a one-dimension¬ 
al thug, but the film resists such 
pigeonholing, giving him a 
forum in which he can talk about 
his conversion after reading Nel¬ 
son Mandela’s autobiography 
and seeing the American movie 
Mississippi Burning. Again, there 
is a powerful focus on the moth¬ 
ers whose children were killed, 
and forgiveness is not always of¬ 
fered. The mother of one of Tay¬ 
lor’s victims refuses to respond 
to his claim that “This has be¬ 
come heavy on my soul.” Arch¬ 
bishop Desmond Tutu, a benign 
presence throughout the film, 
embodies the TRC’s nobility in 
striving for “restorative” rather 
than “retributive” justice, though 
the sheer gruesomeness of some 
of the killings makes absolution 
difficult at best. 

Not all perpetrators were 
white. The third sequence fea¬ 
tures Robert McBride, a member 
of the armed wing of the African 
National Congress whose activi¬ 
ties included blowing up a 
whites-only restaurant (killing 3 
and injuring 69 others). Not all 


the white victims are as under¬ 
standing as the Biehls. McBride 
is criticized as “arrogant” by a 
woman whose sister died in the 
blast, but his intelligence and 
rage resonate as he wonders why 
no one has apologized to him for 
years of oppression. 

The final sequence wrench- 
ingly explores another famous 
case. The “Guguleti 7” were seven 
black men who were trained and 
armed and then murdered as ter¬ 
rorists by secret police for a Nazi- 
esque training film. This was 
done in part for economic rea¬ 


sons, to show the higher-ups that 
the police responsible for the 
Guguleti area were doing their 
job and deserved more funding 
(they got it). 

Among these police was a 
black man, Mbelo, who, like his 
peers, was trained at Vlakplaas, 
one of South Africa’s secret cen¬ 
ters for death-squad training. 
The mothers are at their most 
anguished here, by turns attack¬ 
ing Mbelo, denouncing him for 
selling out “your own blood,” 
and embracing him, sometimes 
reluctantly. One of the commis¬ 


sion’s members says of these 
killers, “You want to see that they 
are not monsters after all,” but 
Mbelo doesn’t offer much hope. 
In some of the film’s chilliest 
scenes, he describes a casually 
murderous mindset that tran¬ 
scends any notion of humanity. 
“We didn’t have feelings,” he says. 
After the murders, “It felt like a 
day’s work had been done.” ▼

soning by Manning leads to the 
unmasking of the true killer. 
From the perspective of the 
classic “whodunit” school of 
mysteries, this is the best plot¬ 
ted of all of Craft’s novels. 

It’s also has^-firle ££rise 6?° 
place. Personally, I wish Man¬ 
ning and Neil would return to 
Chicago, but then I’m a big- 
city person. However, Craft 
does a good job of evoking 
the pleasures and limitations 
of small-town Midwestern 
life. Manning’s very comfort¬ 
able circumstances have 
made him a bit complacent 
about certain things, but not 
enough to spoil his innate 
honesty and integrity. His 
forthrightness about being 
gay, and the gradual accep¬ 
tance of him and Neil as a 
couple by other locals, are 
handled with intelligence 
and realism. It’s harder to be 
anonymous in small towns, 
harder to disappear into a social 
or physical gay ghetto. Craft 
shows that the rewards are often 
worth the struggle. 

Manning’s own erotic obses¬ 
sions are an important part of 
the story and once again one of 
Craft’s great strengths as a 
writer. There’s genuine passion 
and love between Neil and Man¬ 
ning. They are sexy, virile 
fortysomethings, whose maturi¬ 
ty is a virtue. They have over¬ 
come problems in their rela¬ 
tionship and are stronger for 
having done so. 

Manning and Neil’s rap¬ 
prochement with Thad, mov¬ 
ingly shown in Body Language, 
has evolved into a comfortable 
one of mutual respect. On the 
one hand, it’s great to see a 
teenager so accepting of his gay 
surrogate parents, so free of 
anxiety about their sexual ori¬ 
entation, both for himself and 
with classmates at school. But it 
would have been better to have 
witnessed that evolution, rather 
than seeing only the results of 
the process. Still, this is a minor 
criticism in an otherwise 
first-rate mystery. ▼ 


Harley Kaiser, is determined to 
close them down. In this he is 
supported by, among others, the 
town’s leading citizen, Dr. Tenel- 
li, and Miriam Westerman, a 
local New Age, goddess-wor¬ 
shipping founder of a school for 
children who despises 
“sodomite, phallic-worship- 
ping” Manning.

That discovery outs 
him just as he begins campaign¬ 
ing for re-election and just after 
having been endorsed by Man¬ 
ning’s paper, The Dumont Regis¬ 
ter. Sheriff Pierce soon becomes 
the leading suspect in the 
Cantrell case.

p n Name Games, the fourth 
- and best Mark Manning 
I mystery (St. Martin’s Press, 
$23.95), author Michael Craft 
takes the reader into the con¬ 
verging worlds of miniature 
roomscapes, pornography, free¬ 
dom of speech, and small-town 
politics.

This installment 
finds Neil working in Dumont 
on an architectural project, so 
he and Mark are spending more 
time together, if 
only temporarily. 

They are also be¬ 
coming surrogate 
parents to young 
Thad, an awkward 
process that is emo¬ 
tionally risky and 
rewarding. 

Carrol Cantrell, 
the acknowledged 
“King of Minia¬ 
tures,” the world of 
tiny, scale furniture 
and architecture used 
to reproduce mini¬ 
rooms from various 
historical periods, ar¬ 
rives in Dumont to 
preside over a major 
show and competition, 
and the town is abuzz 
with excitement.

ittle books are perfect for

ZombieOO by Brad Gooch; Over¬

Gooch’s latest fiction of- 
W W fering ZombieOO takes a 
relaxed, almost affable look into 
the life of a boy who is in the 
process of being “zombified” — 
the art of being made into a zom¬ 
bie. After a mesmerizing visit to an 
ancient artifact museum’s Voodoo 
Room in Scranton, Pennsylvania 
with his parents, the unnamed 
narrator begins his descent into 
the world of sadomasochism and 
bondage as he is systematically 
“kept” by a string of masters, to 
whom he plays a willing slave. 

His experience begins with ag¬ 
gressive punk Mark, 15, who be¬ 
stows the name “Zombie” on him 
and demands simple menial tasks 
from him. One of his demands is 
to taunt a rough group of boys, 
and Zombie is beaten to a pulp. 

Zombie then meets Mitch and 
his girlfriend Paulette, high school 
sweethearts with a riotous edge, 
and all embark on a crime spree 
that ends when Zombie pulls a 
gun in a funeral home and starts 
shooting at random. 

His father, having had enough 
of his antics, kicks him out of the 
house with $300, which Zombie 
uses to take a bus to New York 
City, where he could “live in con¬ 
stant terror and anonymity and 
challenge.” There, he meets the 
ultra-sadistic drug lord Sir Ed¬ 
ward, MD and his pro-wrestler 
friend and probable AOL-user 
“WSeal64735.” Sir Edward ups the 
bondage ante by making Zombie 
endure “the longest, worst thrash¬ 
ing with long, big black straps all 
bound together into a single black 
leather wing.” 

Amazingly, Sir Edward actual¬ 
ly becomes too vicious and abu¬ 
sive even for Zombie. Cast out 
again, he becomes newly owned 
by a strangely perverse cable ac¬ 
cess star/steroid-crazed body¬ 
builder named Control Freak,

who looks “like a gila monster 
turned into a human.” The domi¬ 
nation and worship scene is more 
charged and interesting in this se¬ 
quence, but it’s still insufficient to 
keep both master and servant sat¬ 
isfied for any extended amount of 
time. 

Zombie’s search for the perfect 
dominator then broadens to more 
expansive locales like Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti, where Zombie final¬ 
ly discovers the true genesis of his 
longings. 

For the most part, Gooch’s 
prose is unadorned, and his thin 
plot trickles languorously. But 
there are moments of brightness. 
He takes time to lavishly, beauti¬ 
fully describe the underwater “su¬ 
pernatural splendor” of a 
Caribbean scuba-diving adven¬ 
ture with picturesque ease and 
skill, and he’s certainly done his 
homework on the emotional and 
physical mechanisms driving co¬ 
dependent personalities. 

But ZombieOO ultimately reads 
like some divine inspiration from 
cult god John Waters, only with 
less imaginative heft and fewer 
idiosyncrasies. As the book is 
closed, we’re left wild-eyed and 
light-headed, much like Zombie 
himself, wondering what it is 
we’ve just read. ▼ 


Author James Davidson 


of American-bashing shouldn’t 
come as any surprise; consider the 
fact that British writer Martin 
Amis once penned a book of es¬ 
says about American popular cul¬ 
ture entitled The Moronic Inferno. 
Poking fun at the loudmouths 
across the pond is something of a 
British pastime. Harsh as it might 
seem, Davidson’s caricature of 
American gay men seems more or 
less accurate. He does acknowl¬ 
edge, however, that “ninety per¬ 
cent of gay liberation is thanks to 
[the Americans,] also.” 


Romping around in the dustbin 
of history, Davidson is an enter¬ 
taining guide, dispensing his schol¬ 
arship with a healthy dose of wit. 
At one point, he details how the fe¬ 
rociousness of the ancient Italians 
made them fearsome warriors in 
those days (they sliced dogs in half, 
among other things). He then re¬ 
marks of the modern Italians vaca¬ 
tioning with him: “The greatest 
fear I have of them now is that they 
will look at what I’m wearing and 
sneer.” Niles and Frasier couldn’t 
have said it better. T 


ty of a . ruin-strewn place like 
Mykonos, might wander. 

Davidson seems to do for his¬ 
torical writing what his fellow 
Englishman, Lytton Strachey, did 
for the art of biography in Emi¬ 
nent Victori¬ 
ans nearly a 
hundred 


years ago — 
he dusts it off 
and breathes 
some life into 
it. There’s 
even a dash of 


irreverence. 

Like a chatty, 
charming lec¬ 
turer address¬ 
ing a hall 
packed with 
undergradu¬ 
ates, Davidson 
connects with 
his audience, 
bringing the an¬ 
cients and their 
gods into con¬ 
temporary light. 

He humanizes them and even has 
some fun with their foibles and 
follies. 

While on Mykonos, Davidson 
and his friends take part in the fes¬ 
tivities associated with the gay 


Festival of the Twelve Gods. Ob¬ 
serving these events through the 
lens of history and classical litera¬ 
ture, Davidson quotes amply from 
an array of classical texts. These 
include Plato, 
Thucydides, 
Plutarch, and 
others. His ob¬ 
servations 
sometimes yield 
surprising illu¬ 
minations. 
When he and 
his friends wit¬ 


ness a some¬ 
what daring 
and scan¬ 
dalously pub¬ 
lic erotic en¬ 
counter be¬ 
tween two 
men on the 
island’s gay 
beach, for ex¬ 
ample, 
Davidson 
cites classical 
texts for evidence of ancient Greek 
attitudes toward fellatio (the an¬ 
cients frowned upon it as un¬ 
clean).

Eos 

Boston Gay Men's Chorus 
Reyben M. Reynolds III, 

Music Director 

T o mark the New Millenni¬ 
um, the 18-year-old Boston 
Gay Men’s Chorus commis¬ 
sioned San Francisco-based com¬ 
poser David Conte to write a 
choral symphony for them. Conte, 
a Professor of Composition at the 
San Francisco Conservatory of 
Music who has also written works 
for the famed men’s choral group 
Chanticleer, the San Francisco 
Symphony Chorus, and the Oak¬ 
land-East Bay Symphony, in turn 
called upon his friend and collab¬ 
orator Nicholas Giardini to write 
the libretto. 

The two men then spent a year 
working with the chorus to create 
Eos, a dramatic, uplifting 35- 
minute work featuring the 150- 
member BGMC, tenor and bari¬ 
tone soloists, and a 33-piece or¬ 
chestra. The choral symphony has 
just been released on CD, paired 
with five Old American Songs by 
Aaron Copland and “The Mystic 
Trumpeter,” a short work by 
Boston composer Eric Helmuth 
(text: Walt Whitman). 

Consisting of seven continu¬ 
ous sections, Eos opens with a 
beautiful, mysterious, somewhat 
suspended orchestral prelude that 
represents an Invocation to Dawn, 
“the beginning of time.” When the 
chorus enters, the mood is totally 
positive. The men rejoice, “This is 
our time embracing without fear, 
without shame Sing. Dance. 
Love.” 

The second vocal section 
builds on this feeling, becoming 
increasingly exultant as chorus, 
chimes and tambourine unite in 
“Dancing in the Light.” The music 
builds until the chorus claps in ex¬ 
citement, “Soaring, swinging, 
dancing two by two.” Then a shift 
occurs, as “hate creeps in,” first 
underneath, and then over the ela¬ 
tion. Gay love is poisoned, as the 


epithets “fairy, faggot, pervert, 
queer” and physical violence take 
their toll. “Hate turns inside,” and 
gays become “the enemy in each 
other’s eyes.” 

Come undone 

With spirits broken and “dance 
undone,” the symphony transi¬ 
tions into the fourth vocal move¬ 
ment, when solo tenor, baritone 
and chorus address the pain and 
defiance of “those who refused to 
lie.” The chorus memorializes 
these heroes, singing that they 
“will be remembered.” The music 
continues sweet and tender into 
the fifth section, when the tenor 
soloist reaches out his hand, 


searching eyes for “a soul-mate’s 
knowing smile.” The baritone of¬ 
fers his hand in friendship, and 
they agree to “learn together” in 
the “great adventure.” Once again, 
the music becomes positive, as the 
chorus celebrates “embracing, re¬ 
vealing, reveling in feeling without 
fear, without shame.” 

The concluding section returns 
to exaltation, as “love simply turns 
inside” and the voices of the cho¬ 
rus rise, “Filled with truth/Filled 
with pride.” 

Lest this sound like either a 
sentimentalized series of sugary 
stanzas, or a warmed-over Louise 
Hay “Love Yourself” treatise set to 
music, rest assured that Eos is a 


score of unfailing interest. Both 
music and text successfully meld 
in a manner that many a compos¬ 
er would prove wise to study. 
Conte and the chorus seem at 
their best when dancing, celebrat¬ 
ing and loving; neither the music 
nor the sweet voices achieve the 
requisite sting when singing anti¬ 
gay epithets. 

Though some may feel that the 
composer overuses bells and 
gongs, the positive melody, 
rhythm and affirmation of this 
piece provide a rewarding journey 
upon which most will surely wish 
to embark. 

The BGMC and orchestra do 
an equally fine job with gay com¬ 


poser Aaron Copland’s Old Amer¬ 
ican Songs. That listeners may dis¬ 
cover themselves unconsciously 
singing or whistling along on 
“Simple Gifts” is proof of Cop¬ 
land’s genius in elevating folk 
melody to the level of high art. 
Eric Helmuth’s “The Mystic 
Trumpeter” doesn’t consistently 
rise to this level, his attempt to 
capture Whitman’s ecstasy and joy 
sounding nowhere near as joyous 
as Conte’s music. Eos retains its 
place of honor as centerpiece of 
this fine disc. ▼

Moby’s soul 

An electronic odyssey

I n the liner notes for Machine 
Soul: An Odyssey Into Electron¬ 
ic Dance Music (Rhino), Moby, 
the two-disc set’s producer (and 
contributor), writes that “predic¬ 
tions were being made that” elec¬ 
tronic music “would be ‘the next 
big thing’ in America. But given 
the nature of the electronic music 
world, a ‘grunge’-style pop land¬ 
slide never seemed to materialize.” 
Moby goes on to say that in spite 
of that fact, “electronic music cer¬ 
tainly seems to be the dominant 
musical form in the Western 
world.” 

The 28-track compilation that is 
Machine Soul begins its electronic 
musical history lesson with the 
1978 song “The Robots” by Ger¬ 
man electronic music pioneers 
Kraftwerk, and continues with con¬ 
tributions from The Normal 
(doing the original version of 
“Warm Leatherette,” a song later 
made famous by Grace Jones), and 
a couple of tracks produced by 


groundbreaker Giorgio Moroder 
(Donna Summer’s “I Feel Love,” 
and “The Number One Song In 
Heaven” by Sparks). Popular New 
Wave acts such as Gary Numan, 
Orchestral Manoeuvres In The 
Dark, and New Order are repre¬ 
sented alongside more obscure 
hardcore acts from the same peri¬ 
od (Throbbing Gristle, Cabaret 
Voltaire). Tracks by Afrika Bam- 
baataa (“Planet Rock”) and New- 
cleus (“Jam On Revenge”) are good 
examples of how electronic music 
also infiltrated the sounds coming 
from the black community. 

The second disc illustrates how 
electronic music evolved out of 
the punk/New Wave clubs and 
onto the dance floors at main¬ 
stream dance clubs across the 
country. Tracks such as “Pump Up 
The Volume” by M/A/R/R/S (fea¬ 
turing a vocal sample by the late 
Ofra Haza), “Big Fun” by Inner 
City, and “What Time Is Love” by 
The KLF were all massive dance 
club sensations. Still, electronic 
music managed to maintain 
something of a cult status despite 


the popularity of bands such as 
Depeche Mode. Electronic music 
acts such as BT, Underworld and 
Fluke continue to do their own 
thing, while Moby and The 
Chemical Brothers have crossed 
over and achieved mainstream 
success. 

Speaking of Moby, the release 
of Machine Soul has finally given 
me an opportunity to write about 
Moby’s acclaimed 1999 album 
Play (V2). Moby is not the first 
artist working in the electronic 
music genre to combine the seem¬ 
ingly distant worlds of the blues 
and electronica. Little Axe’s un¬ 


derrated The Wolf That House 
Built (from 1994) did a good job 
of creating an intersection be¬ 
tween the blues and electronic 
beats, and R. L. Burnside, whose 
“It’s Bad You Know,” graced The 
Sopranos soundtrack, follows a 
similar route. 

But it is Moby’s Play that is the 
most fully realized example of the 
wonders that can occur when 
these genres merge. Play is at 
turns startling (“Honey,” “Body 
Rock,” “Find My Baby”), revelato¬ 
ry (“Why Does My Heart Feel So 
Bad?,” “Natural Blues,” “Run On”), 
and simply gorgeous (“Porcelain,” 
“Rushing,” “Everloving” and “In¬ 
side”). Play is an album that will 
play on longer after you’ve gotten 
bored with other electronic music 
(or blues) albums. ▼ 


U nderstand, we are not endorsing this film, but the mere de¬ 
scription of the plot of the new sci-fi thriller The Cell had us 
doubled over in fits of incredulous guffaws. To begin with, we 
follow our heroine Catherine Deane (Jennifer Lopez, pictured), a 
psychologist who is experimenting with a radical new therapy, into 
the psyche of a serial killer.

ufactured it, b) because there’s 
too little white pride out there, or 
c) it’s a Zionist conspiracy — 
then Clinton goes to confession 
in front of a few thousand evan¬ 
gelicals.

The Lieberman pick was the 
news event last week, trumping 
the million wildfires out West 
and every attempt by George 
Bush to get back in the limelight 
over something other than exe¬ 
cuting the mentally retarded in a 
two-for-one on Texas’s death 
row. 

We loved the way the media 
and pundits — especially Peter “I 
don’t hate Jews, I just prefer the

to say a Jew can’t win outside 
New York (yes, we know Lieber- 
man’s from Connecticut, but

York). 

We also enjoyed Rep. Maxine 
Waters, head of the Black Politi¬ 
cal Caucus, telling Ted Koppel 
that the days of conflicts between' 
blacks and Jews were over, a mere 
Connecticut minute before Lew 
Alcorn got canned from the Dal¬ 
las NAACP for telling a radio 
host that blacks had to be wary 
of Jews because all they care 
about is money. There was a spe¬ 
cial irony in seeing Rev. Jesse 
Jackson standing on the White 
House lawn (having just received 
the Congressional Medal for his 
civil rights work, along with con¬ 
centration camp survivor Elie 
Wiesel) telling reporters Lieber¬ 
man was a great choice and de¬ 
crying Alcorn’s comments. (Can 
you take me to Hymietown? 
Guess he forgot that little faux 
pas of the 1992 campaign.) 

Of course, we do get a little 
spilkis when Rev. Jerry Falwell 
comes out in support of a De¬ 
mocrat and Bill Bennett says he’d 
be happy to write Lieberman’s 


acceptance speech. 

Mostly we loved the way Gore 
set the bar so high with his, “Oh, 
we don’t care about little things 
like religious difference any 
more, do we?” comments.

If nothing else, 
Gore has forced America — and 
the media — to address what 
used to be called “the Jewish 
question” and put diversity to the 
test. The Republicans showcased 
it (to the lowest TV ratings in 
history, we feel compelled to 
add), but the Democrats are 
doing it.

C all me biased, but I live in the Mission District, where the 
name Culture Clash designates not just a Latino/Chicano 
comedic group, but a way of life. By now it’s gospel that the 
Mission is being taken over by dot-communists. As much as I’d like 
to dispel that notion (some of my best friends work for and/or 
helped start dot-coms), I have to admit “invasion” seems a fairly 
apt choice of words for the gold-rushers.

’ |P he news that Rising Tide 
p Press had closed was not 
I surprising, given the gloomy 
state of lesbian publishing today, 
but when word came that Rising 
Tide was back in action, it seemed 
only right to ask the new owners a 
little bit about their reasons for 
jumping in to the very risky busi¬ 
ness of publishing lesbian fiction. 
Brenda Kazen and Debra Tobin, 
partners in life and business, co¬ 
owners of Rising Tide Press, pro¬ 
vided the following answers. 

Deborah Peifer: Small presses are 
closing all over the place. Why 
did you decide to become publish¬ 
ers? Talk a little about your back¬ 
ground if you will, as readers, 
writers, editors, whatever. 

Brenda Kazen and Debra 
Tobin: Although we don’t have a 
background in publishing, we 
wanted to have a business togeth¬ 
er. We saw an ad in the local les¬ 
bian newspaper here in Tucson, 
met with the owners, and decided 
that this business met our criteria 
and was something we could be 
passionate about. We’ve always 
loved books and reading; Brenda 
is a former high school English 
teacher, and Debra was in health 
care and wanted something com¬ 
pletely different. We saw the press 
as an opportunity to be active in 
the GLBT community, and not be 
dependent on the Tucson econo¬ 
my for our business success. Also, 
the structure of the business af¬ 
fords us the flexibility we need to 
raise our children and have fun. 

How did the Rising Tide connec¬ 
tion come about? 

We first saw the ad for the busi¬ 
ness in October, 1999. We negoti¬ 
ated for several months and final¬ 
ly assumed ownership on January 
28,2000. 

What books are you publishing 
now or in the near future? 

Our first two books came out 
in June 2000. They are Storm Ris¬ 



ing by Linda Kay Silva, fifth in the 
very popular “Storm Series” fea¬ 
turing Detective Delta Stevens aka 
Delta Storm. Also released in June 
was Called to Kill by Joan Albarel- 
la. This is the sequel to 1999’s 
Agenda for Murder, featuring the 
Viet Nam vet turned amateur 
sleuth Reverend Nikki Barnes.

The World of Normal Boys by 
K.M. Soehnlein; Kensington 
Books, $22 

\ ay male coming-of-age 
1 stories are not uncom- 
I mon these days, but 
they are rarely as finely crafted 
as K.M. Soehnlein’s impres¬ 
sive debut novel, The World of 
Normal Boys. Soehnlein pulls 
ahead of the pack with a 
plausible story line that res¬ 
onates with an understand¬ 
ing of the human condition. 

He displays a great talent for 
precisely illuminating one 
boy’s jourrifcy, within the 
context of a specific time 
and place. 

It is the fall of 1978, and 
13-year-old Robin MacKen- 
zie is starting ninth grade in 
a suburban New Jersey high 
school. In fact, the demo¬ 
graphics of Robin’s situa¬ 
tion closely resemble those 
of the television series The 
Wonder Years. Robin has a 
younger brother and sis¬ 
ter; a gruff, butch father; a 
sensitive librarian mother 
(who drinks too much); 
and a “sort of” girlfriend 
who lives across the 
street. And although it 
will not be revealed until late in the 
novel, Robin is also uncommonly 
attractive. 

His mother’s favorite, Robin is 
the aesthete of the family, the boy 
who is lousy at sports but excels in 
artistic endeavors. His first cousin 
Larry, a sarcastic macho lout, is the 
bane of his existence, and Robin’s 


little brother Jackson is second 
runner-up. But when Jackson and 
Larry torment Robin’s sister Ruby 
on the playground slide, Robin in¬ 
tervenes. The result: Jackson falls 
and ends up in the hospital on life 
support. This tumultuous emo¬ 
tional event within the 


.World of 
Normal Boys

MacKenzie family serves as the 
background for Robin’s simulta¬ 
neous exploration of his own 
emerging sexuality and his place in 
the world of normal boys. 

Most adolescent gay males fall 
into affairs of sexual experimenta¬ 
tion in their early teens, and Robin 


is no exception. He finds himself 
in something of a love triangle in¬ 
volving a schoolmate and the 
older brother of the girl across the 
street. But where Robin seeks a 
more three-dimensional relation¬ 
ship, with a strong emotional con¬ 
tent, his two male sexual partners 
are fixated on sex without 
communication. In fact, 
Robin’s need to talk hon¬ 
estly about his feelings as 
a natural part of his 
human expression is one 
of the things that sepa¬ 
rates him from the world 
of the “normal.” 

Author Soehnlein de¬ 
lineates the “world of nor¬ 
mal boys” by reflection. It 
is the world that Robin 
MacKenzie feels separate 
from, the world he does 
not dwell in. Soehnlein 
shows us the many ways 
Robin does not fit, but he 
also shows us the ways in 
which “normal” boys — 
and “normal” parents — 
choose to live in denial of 
their own emotional, sexual, 
and intellectual needs. With 
a complex and compelling 
narrative, Soehnlein succeeds 
in creating the entire world of 
Robin MacKenzie, with its 
sexual compulsions, 

self-doubt, and uncertainty. 
And although the world de¬ 
scribed is that of the late ’70s, 
the issues of the book are 
wholly contemporary. The World 
of Normal Boys is a work of au¬ 
thenticity, as relevant to those who 
lived a similar coming-of-age ex¬ 
perience many years ago as it will 
be to those who are living that ex¬ 
perience now. T

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Return to Manhattan 

Woody Allen films, out on DVD

M A j§f oody Allen has been 
nJIJ' compulsively making 
V m movies for over 30 years 
now, and the sheer bulk of his 
output has made it increasingly 
difficult to comfortably label his 
life’s work. There will always be 
the naysayers who lament his ma¬ 
ture style, sayfng the earlier, more 
farcical stuff was the best; and the 
aficionados who appreciate his ge¬ 
nius (yes, genius), but can’t get 
past the seamier aspects of his 
personal life. 

For those of us who have been 
fans from the beginning and who 
have even found merit in some of 
the stinkers (Alice; Another 
Woman; Celebrity ), each Allen 
film offers a fresh glimpse of a re¬ 
markably complex seeker who 
works dexterously in a number of 
genres and moods. There are the 
popular breakthroughs like Annie 
Hall, the family serio-comedies 
like Hannah and Her Sisters, and 
mock documentaries like Zelig. 
And they exist alongside the claus¬ 
trophobic dramas ( September ) 
and the light fantasies (A Mid¬ 
summer Night’s Sex Comedy). 

An overview of Allen’s movies 
is a little premature and certainly 
dizzying, but the DVD revolution 
is making it possible to hold a 
mini-festival at will, allowing for 
relaxed enjoyment and apprecia¬ 
tion of aspects of an American 
cinema giant. Like all profligate 
artists, there are some duds amid 
the triumphs, but thei;e is a trade¬ 
mark wit and genuine humanity 
on display in each and every opus. 
Now virtually all of his films are 
appearing in rapid succession on 
disc. Here are a few of the most re¬ 
cent and interesting releases. 

Interiors (1978) 

Written and directed by Woody 
Allen. (United Artists/MGM) 

After the overwhelming ac¬ 
claim given Annie Hall in 1977, 
Allen willfully made an attempt at 
a serious American art film. The 
debt to Ingmar Bergman is every¬ 
where apparent, but aside from 
the spare and exquisite photo¬ 
graphic compositions, there is lit¬ 
tle of the Swedish master’s pro¬ 
fundity. If the director wanted to 
show us his darker side, he might 
have leavened it with just a bit of 
his natural humor. 

A family drama and then 
some, Interiors has always stood as 
a frustrating document of Allen’s 
refusal to compromise for the sake 
of commercialism. Every viewing 
does yield a different response, 
however, and I confess to a 
love/hate relationship with the 
narcissistic and mostly 
self-loathing members of this al¬ 
most laughably dysfunctional 
family. 

There is a bit of Chekhov afoot 
with three sisters (Diane Keaton, 
Marybeth Hurt and Kristin Grif¬ 
fith) held in thrall by a mon¬ 
strously controlling mother 
(Geraldine Page), but they don’t 
share the goal of traveling to 
Moscow — they simply don’t 
know where they want to go at all. 

Much angst is caused by the 
fastidious decorum of the matri¬ 
arch, and she does have a major 
stick up her ass, but that doesn’t 
really explain why Allen allows her 
daughters’ banal soul-searching to 
appear so vaguely glamorous. 
When the father (E.G. Marshall) 
finally breaks free and brings his 
new love (Maureen Stapleton) 


into the picture, her zest 
for living and lovable di- 
shevelment also bring the 
movie itself to life. 

Of course, one could 
argue that this was precise¬ 
ly the director’s point, and 
the earlier scenes of excru¬ 
ciating pretension and still¬ 
ness suddenly make dramat¬ 
ic sense. Even if you don’t 
buy Allen’s stylish gloomi¬ 
ness (I should have such 
troubles — the time, money 
and good looks to feel sorry 
for my intellectual paralysis), 
you will be wowed by the per¬ 
formances and the beautiful 
clarity of the cinematography 

There is the wedding scen< 
to marvel at again and again 
too. Maureen Stapleton ha 
wed E.G. Marshall to the dis 
may and apprehension of the 
daughters, and, a little tipsy, she 
dances alone to an old phono¬ 
graph record. Her face goes from 
late middle age to that of a young 
fun-loving woman and, when she 
accidentally knocks over a pre¬ 
cious vase, to a chagrined little 
girl. It simply takes your breath 
away, and more than justifies a re¬ 
assessment of this often reviled 
and misunderstood movie. 

Manhattan (1979) 

Written by Woody Allen and 
Marshall Brickman. 

Directed by Woody Allen. 

(United Artists/MGM) 

Here’s my nomination for the 
essential Woody Allen flick, and 
it has aged much better than 
Annie Hall. Shot in glorious 
black-and-white, scored with the 
best of George Gershwin’s tunes 
and featuring Allen himself as 
the quintessential New York neu¬ 
rotic, Manhattan is an ode to the 
city and a rhapsody on urban liv¬ 
ing. 

There are scenes that will make 
the politically correct cringe, as 
Allen’s character, a 42-year-old 
writer, pursues a 17-year-old girl 
(the adorable Mariel Heming¬ 
way). With the passage of time 
since this was made, we get some 
real insight into Allen’s present 
marital situation. Was Soon Yee 
too young to be allowed to see this 
picture before the wedding? 

All sniggering aside, we must 
have been more accepting or lib¬ 
eral or European or something in 
1979, for I don’t remember the age 
difference being quite so shocking 
then. Get past the Roman Polans¬ 
ki jokes and view the film for what 
it is, a very warm and very funny 
look at human relationships, sex¬ 
ual and otherwise, against the 
backdrop of the world’s most ex¬ 
citing city. 

Meryl Streep’s cameo as Allen’s 
ex-wife, an out lesbian who has 
written a tell-all book about their 
marriage, is a gleeful tour deforce. 
Streep and Diane Keaton, doing a 
less mannered riff on her Annie 
Hall characterization, are 
stand-outs amidst the wonderful 
cast. Best of all is Allen himself as 
Isaac Davis, the nebbish with a 
Ralph Lauren wardrobe. His ob¬ 
servations are unfailingly bright 
and funny, and we also feel his 
genuine pain. 

In retrospect, this is truly one 
of Allen’s most satisfying films, if 
not his masterpiece. We also get 
some insight into his contempo¬ 
rary state of mind. A must for any 
collection, and still gorgeous in 
letter-box presentation (Allen has 
always rightly insisted on this for¬ 
mat). 


Sweet and Lowdown (1999) 
Written and directed by Woody 
Allen. (Sony Pictures Classics) 

Allen is melding the mock doc¬ 
umentary style of Zelig with the 
gentle period romanticism of The 
Purple Rose of Cairo in Sweet and 
Lowdown, and the results are less 
successful than either of those 
minor gems, but there is never¬ 
theless a wistful glow that makes 
this attempt a pleasure to watch. A 
pleasure to listen to, as well. 

A loving appreciation of a fic¬ 
tional jazz guitarist (second only 
to Django Reinhardt), the movie 
follows Emmet Ray (Sean Penn) as 


way through post-De- 
pression America. Described by 
some of the talking heads who 
appear periodically as “flamboy¬ 
ant, pathetic, obnoxious and 
funny,” Ray is a musical genius 
who can’t assume the status of his 
god Django Reinhardt because he 
won’t allow himself to feel. 

An affair with a possibly dim- 
witted mute girl (the wonderfully 
waif-like Samantha Morton) of¬ 
fers some opportunities for very 
impolite humor and real pathos, 
and a brief marriage to a society 
siren (Uma Thurman at her rav¬ 
ishing best) adds dramatic impe¬ 
tus to a basically static plot, but 
the real joy of the movie is the fab¬ 
ulous jazz guitar-playing of 
Howard Alden. Even if the film 
isn’t your cup of tea, you would

have to be made of wood not to 
respond to the soundtrack. 

At a concise 95 minutes, there 
is not a lot of meat on the bones 
of Sweet and Lowdown, but Sean 
Penn’s remarkable range and 
asymmetrical sexiness give depth 
to a curiously underwritten part, 
and Samantha Morton’s heart¬ 
breaking vulnerability will linger 
in your mind long after the final 
credits. Shot in color with a nos¬ 
talgic golden hue, Santo Loquas- 
to’s beautiful art direction lends 
period authenticity; and the nar¬ 
ration by some real jazz editorial¬ 
ists like Nat Hentoff, sandwiched 
among some amusing ringers, 
makes the story humorously real.

F or a straight guy, English 
critic Kenneth Tynan spent 
a lot of time thinking about 
gay sex. Sure, he was a little kinky. 
He liked being spanked quite a bit, 
got into some light SM with his 
mistress. Yet he gave our sexuality 
so much thought that he even 
confessed to his diary, excerpts of 
which appeared in last week’s New 
Yorker, “I regard it as a gap in me 
that I’ve never been turned on by 
the sight, touch or thought of a 
man.” Oh, perhaps he was more 
than a little sexually fevered. Of a 
trip to Egypt, he particularly re¬ 
called one temple’s statue of 
Amun, because of the “erect prick 
surprisingly sprouting from the 
god’s official regalia.” 

Having brought up the subject 
of Egypt, Tynan allows himself to 
expound his pet theory for the 
reason Akhnaten shifted the cen¬ 
ter of the entire Egyptian civiliza¬ 
tion from Thebes to a city he built 
from the ground up. It was be¬ 
cause Akhnaten was queer, 
and his famed consort, Ne- 
fetiti, was not a woman at 
all, but a drag queen. 
“Akhnaten,” Tynan pro¬ 
claimed, “had to get out 
of Thebes to avoid a 
huge scandal when he 
announced 
his deter¬ 
mination 
to ‘marry’ 
his boyfriend — whose name, in¬ 
cidentally, means ‘the beautiful 
woman is come.’” 

Now, as enlightening as this is, 
you may .wonder what it has to do 
with my porn reviews, beyond 
their literary pretension. Well, de¬ 
spite the fact that Mr. Tynan died 
in 1980, his musings are quite 
timely. It just so happens that this 
week’s movie is The Pharaoh’s 
Curse, from Odyssey Men Video. 
And sure to Mr. Tynan’s conjec¬ 
turing, it concerns a gay Pharaoh. 

This unnamed king has a 
magic garment (actually, a chest 
harness delightfully secured at the 
bottom end to a cockring) which 
gives him super-sexuality. It’s also 
soaked with some sort of sex 
essence, so whoever smells it gets 
so horny he just has to crawl all 
over the Pharaoh. That’s what 
happens in the video’s terrific 
opening, when peasant Blake 
Harper (looking aristocratic, as 
usual, even in a diaper of a loin 
cloth) is hauled in by the 
Pharaoh’s guard, and ends up in a 
succulent threeway with the 
Pharaoh and his servant. This role 
is taken by nasty Rick Allen, who 
sucks the head of his own dick as 


Harper licks saliva 
off the shaft, before 
they all fuck the 
ptolemy out of each 
other. And did I tell 
you the Pharaoh 
likes to be watched? 

Muscle hump Rob 
Steele doubles as 
guard and Royal 
Voyeur, jacking off 
over to the side, 
which underuses his 
talent, but royally ex¬ 
poses his babelicious 
beauty. 

Finally, playing 
Pharaoh we have Jon 
Eric, who may be as 
distant as a deity, but 
is a deity nonethe¬

Maximum display 

As auspicious as the opening 
scene is sexually, I should have 
sensed that its overly dense plot¬ 
ting was a bad omen. And al¬ 
though the ensuing sex in this 
two-hour video is mostly sensa¬ 
tional — it’s well-staged, amus¬ 
ingly played for maximum display 
of some heavenly body parts, and 
not too overly rushed in the edit¬ 
ing — it’s too willfully intruded 
upon by a plethora of plot details, 
and often amazingly delayed. 
Why, there’s a full 15 minutes of 
strained porn star acting and di¬ 
rectorial flim-flam to endure be¬ 
tween the first and second sex 
scenes alone. 

Anyway, in a series of compli¬ 
cated events that should have been 
streamlined, we see the magic gar¬ 
ment make its way through the 
centuries to present-day Los An¬ 
geles. First stop is ancient Rome, 
where the cursed harness forces 
the Emperor to have sex beneath 
himself — or, more precisely, with 
the servant beneath him. Hawk¬ 


faced Zachary Scott is the suitably 
cast Emperor, joined by groovy 
Luke Savage and Steve he-gives- 
me-a-boner Shannon, whose act¬ 
ing is so bad that it’s hardly re¬ 
deemed even by the sight of his 
bountiful breasts and pacifier nip¬ 
ples. 

The next stop is an archaeolog¬ 
ical site, where Jason Branch, hav¬ 
ing dug up the Garment, digs into 
his assistants. Then we jump to 
the present, with the harness turn¬ 
ing the suavely suited Steve Cas¬ 
sidy into a snarling, raging, pant¬ 
ing jungle beast of a sex pig in an 
amazingly sleazy back alley scene. 
Finally, juicy young thing Rick 
Chase inherits the harness, and 
somehow invokes the Pharaoh’s 
materialization.
